HEN the subject of platen presses is brought up, I 

am inclined to think that many—yes, even most— 
printers are inclined to show a lack of interest. Most of 
them think that the day of the platen press is past, that 
hand-fed machines are obsolete, that they are not profit- 
able. Most printers look for the “long runs”—they want 
to keep high-speed automatic machines busy. That is 
understandable and also desirable. Yet I think I can 
show the printer who overlooks the possibilities of the 
platen press and the hundreds of interesting items it still 
produces, that he may be overlooking great potential 
profit. 

There are many profitable items that are printed, em- 
bossed or die-cut on a hand-fed platen press and I can 
assure you that the firms handling this class of work are, 
as a whole, very highly rated and having a good time 
for themselves. 

We must distinguish between the light job for the light 
platen and we must consider printing, embossing and die- 
cutting loads but that I shall touch on briefly a little later.

The heavy duty platen printing press 
has been built since around 1860 and, 
like everything else, has progressed 
tremendously and has been greatly im- 
proved over these many years. And we 
must remember that it has only been 
during the past 30 years that the auto- 
matic has been so highly developed. 

No printer today would consider do- 
ing normal commercial work such as 
letterheads, folders, advertising circu- 
lars, etc., on a slow hand-fed platen un- 
less it was absolutely necessary or the 
run was too short to consider for an 
automatic or a cylinder. But there are 
countless jobs—specialty jobs—which 
the platen still turns out easier, in a 
more practical manner, and with great- 
er profit than cylinders or automatics. 
I can refer you to three and four-color 
advertising car signs, book covers, 
fancy menu covers, printed and die- 
cut advertising displays, toys, games, 
die-cut novelties, wood coat hangers 
and wood yardsticks. 

This class of work is not intended 
for a cylinder or an automatic. It is 
also work which, as a rule, commands 
a higher price than normal commercial 
work. It is a specialty business where 
printing, embossing and die-cutting 
are all involved and where a platen 
press fits the bill perfectly. 

Don’t discard your old platen unless 
it is an antique and all shot to pieces. 
And don’t think you can do this class 
of work profitably on some old platen 
your grandfather probably put into 
the plant 50 years ago. You need a 
press with “guts”—you need one which 
has good bearings, bushings, gears 
and, most important of all, one with 
a good, even impression. One which 
you can makeready properly. One 
which will give you a “kiss impres- 
sion” with correct makeready princi- 
ples being employed. Don’t use the 
“stone-crusher” method and expect re- 
sults. Don’t try to cut against sheet 
iron or brass. Have a platen which is 
not only mechanically right but which 


has the face of the platen fitted with a 
removable 1” hard steel plate. The 
harder the steel, the better. 

Some old-timers will probably jump 
on me but I can definitely prove that 
hard steel plates and proper make- 
ready—the same makeready you use 
for good printing—is right. When you 
print a sheet, you don’t punch fine type 
through, do you? No, you makeready 
for a “kiss impression” and you look 
at the back of the sheet to see if you 
actually have that result. Why try to 
die-cut any differently? You make- 
ready just as carefully and in the same 
manner as for printing. You see to it 
that the cutting rules just barely “kiss” 
the face of the hard steel plate. You 
want to cut the paper or the cardboard 
—not the plate. You want to save the 
edges of your cutting rules; you want 
to save the face of the plate. You can 
get response through a 4” hard steel 
plate. You can get a “kiss impression.” 
You can go along, hour after hour, 
with no change in the impression. You 
don’t want a lot of packing under that 
plate any more than you do for print- 
ing. 


Steel-Rule Cutting 
and Creasing Dies 


You probably know of a die-maker. 
if so, give him your business provided 
he knows his business. It is cheaper, 
in my opinion, to have your cutting 
dies made on the outside than to try 
and make them yourselves, unless you 
have an ungodly amount of them. The 
average die-maker will make up a die 
for you quickly. He will make it to 
register accurately with any printed 
sheet you give him to follow. And the 
cost of a cutting die is generally neg- 
ligible. 

It does require a second operation, 
to be true, but remember this—the sec- 
ond or third operation after printing, 
embossing or die-cutting, or both, is 
more profitable than straight printing. 
You get a better price for this second 
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or third operation. And, if you have 
the equipment and the knowledge, you 
don’t have to depend on bidding con- 
stantly for jobs against your neighbors 
down the street. You know how to em- 
boss or how to die-cut and you are in 
the driver’s seat. You make your price 
and don’t worry about someone else. 
You then have work to fill in the gaps 
which come to any printing plant with 
straight letterpress work. You have 
something to think about and make 
a dollar with on a rainy day. 

Look around your city and nearby. 
Study the industries you have near 
you. Imagine that you are actually run- 
ning one of these firms and you want 
to get something different for advertis- 
ing that business. Take a piece of 
paper and pencil. Think up some idea 
which will combine both printing and 
embossing. or printing and die-cutting,

or all three. Work this out and take it 
to the buyer of advertising in one of 
these firms. Show him something he 
has never thought of. Sell him ideas. 
Use the second and third operation to 
put over your story. He'll be willing 
to pay your price for something good 
and something your competitor is not 
able to do or at least hasn't thought of. 
Put the platens to work—they may be 
slow but they pay excellent profits on 
specialty jobs of this nature. 

I shall next give you a brief pic- 


ture of the size and range of heavy 
duty platen presses today. | think some 
of you may be surprised. In addition 
to the heavy duty platen printing 
presses, one a 3-roller job press and 
the other a 4-roller—both of which 
may be used for specialty printing as 
well as the lighter jobs of embossing 
and die-cutting (both are fitted with 
removable 14” steel cutting plates)— 
we then move out of the printing press 
field and into the field of straight em- 
bossing or die-cutting. All of the ma- 
chines I shall mention are positively 
connected with and are an important 
part of the printing industry even if 
they are known as “finishing ma- 
chines.” 

There is a modern platen cutter and 
creaser in sizes 22x32 and 28x41 with 
such up-to-date features as steel platen, 
steel driving gears, steel rocker seats, 
roller bearing pinion shaft and mi- 
crometer impression adjustment. These 
have been designed during the past 
few years on modern engineering prin- 
ciples and are considerably different, 
more productive and stronger by far 
than the old style platens you may 
be familiar with in this type of press. 
The micrometer impression adjustment 
alone saves a great deal of makeready 
time by its precision and it also fa- 
cilitates the securing of the “kiss im- 
pression” by its accuracy. Both of 
these machines are extensively used 
for embossing or die-cutting the larger 
size sheets. 

There is also a special 28x41 Eccen- 
tric Action Press equipped with twin- 
disc clutch and electro-pneumatic con- 
trol for the extra heavy jobs. This ma- 
chine may be fed constantly or on a 
“start” and “stop” basis. It is ideal 
for certain types of heavy embossing 
and particularly for die-cutting sheets 
of heavier boards and sheets calling 
for a large amount of cutting and 
creasing rule in the die. 


We then move along to a platen in 
size 33x47 and another 38x54. What,

you say? Who can feed such a large 
machine by hand? Well, the answer 
is that hundreds of them have been 
built and are being built, and they are 
being successfully fed—sometimes as 
high as 1500 and more sheets per hour, 
believe it or not. Vll admit that these 
two larger sizes are generally used in 
corrugated and solid fibre plants, also 
in the automotive industry, but I 
bring them to your attention so that 
you may know just how far modern 
design has gone with the hand-fed 
platen press. These are expensive 
platens but they are also extremely 
profitable or they would not be or- 
dered! 

There is also a fairly new innovation 
in a heavy duty platen press, but this 
time it is an automatic embosser or 
cutter and creaser. The size is 17x25 
and it is just as powerful as a 22x32 
or 28x41 hand-fed press. It will take 
a very high cutting load in this size 
sheet and automatically feed and de- 
liver at 2400 sheets per hour. 


Folding Paper Boxes 


I now want to take you into a few 
industries where certain work is done 
with platens. I shall first mention the 
folding paper box industry. I believe 
most of you printers fail to think of 
folding paper box plants as actually

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being printing plants. And what print- 
ing plants some of them are! How 
they do use up millions of tons of 
cardboard, hundreds of tons of ink, 
thousands of printing plates. In fact, 
they are printing plants and many of 
them do more actual printing in a 
year than 25 or 50 small printing 
plants all put together. How the 
“inkies” like these accounts when they 
can get on the inside! These plants 
use ink, and everything else that you 
regular printers use. And they must 
have skill and knowledge to turn out 
the high type of color work which the 
box trade demands today. Packaging 
is a big industry and it is also very 
much tied up with the printing indus- 
try. 

I could write at length about print- 
ing, cutting and creasing folding paper 
boxes but that is a subject in itself. 


Greeting Cards 


Here is another industry where 
printing and printing knowledge is 
most essential. Millions, yes billions, 
of greeting cards are produced each 
year and it is a most profitable and 
interesting business. We get into it 
with the platen press for embossing 
and die-cutting unusual designs. Even 
the small printer has an opportunity 
to create new ideas in this field. If 
you are equipped to emboss or die-cut, 
you might possibly work up a specialty 
line of Christmas greeting cards—per- 
sonalized cards of unusual character. 
Cards that will bring a price because 
they are different. 


Toys, Games, Puzzles 


This is another specialty field where 
printing plays a prominent part and 
where the platen press, in particular, 
is necessary, essential and very profit- 
able. You create a new toy or a new 
game, you print it, you die-cut. It may 
go over like a best seller and you are

in the dough. Long chance, of course, 
but possible. 

Create something new. Use the 
platen press to develop it. Figure em- 
bossing or die-cutting on the second 
or the third impressions. Make more 
profit by taking on a side-line which 
may develop into a business by itself. 


Advertising Displays 


You can hardly go into any retail 
place of business without seeing some 
different styles of die-cut advertising 
displays. Most of them may be litho- 
graphed and mounted on cardboard 
but many can be produced by letter- 
press. 

The main thing as far as platen 
presses is concerned is the die-cutting 
Operation. Most advertising displays 
are made of heavy or fairly stiff card- 
board. These are mostly cut out on 
platens and millions of easels are also 
die-cut on platens for use with the dis- 
plays. It is a great business. It is part 
of the printing business. It is profit- 

le. 


Printing on Wood 


There are probably only eight or ten 
firms in the whole United States spe- 
cializing in this field but it is also an 
imteresting specialty and one which 
most of these firms find lucrative. 
Wooden rulers, yardsticks, coat hang- 
ers, etc., are printed very successfully 
on platen presses. 

It is easy to understand why a platen 
press is essential because wood varies 
in thickness and platens are made to 
order to print on wood from 1/16” 
thick up to and including 1” thick. 
The setting of the platen is arranged 
to accommodate different thicknesses 
of wood so that, when the impression 
is taken, it is still type-high, the wood 
making the difference. 

Both metal and rubber plates are 
used for printing on wood, rubber be- 
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ing particularly desirable on some 
wood work because of variations in 
the wood. 

A 28x41 platen press, usually em- 
ployed for die-cutting, has been made 
to order with a printing attachment 
and is successfully turning out very 
high-grade yardsticks. These yardsticks 
command a good price and are not of 
the usual cheap variety given out by 
hardware or lumber concerns for ad- 
vertising purposes. 


Corrugated and Solid 
Fibre Boxes 


The heavy duty platen press in the 
larger sizes has worked into this field 
in a very important manner. Millions 
of special corrugated boxes and cut- 
outs are being produced on platens in 
sizes 33x47 and 38x54. 

The demand for such a large size 
hand-fed platen press is also so great 
that my firm is usually booked ahead 
for them at least six or eight months. 
The 33x47 is used in the same fields but 
both the 33x47 and the 38x54 are ideal 
for die-cutting large advertising dis- 
plays such as “Coca-Cola” girls and 
other big window displays. These ma- 
chines will produce three sheets to one 
over other methods in die-cutting these 
large die-cut displays which is another 
big business in itself. 


Automotive Gaskets 


I know this is a field with probably 
no interest at all to the average printer 
but as a matter of interesting informa- 
tion, let me say countless platen press- 
es are being used in both large and 
small gasket plants in this country and 
Canada. 

The cylinder head gaskets for your 
automobile and many other gaskets 
are produced with steel-rule cutting 
dies on heavy duty platen presses and 
some of them are also produced on the 
heavy duty 17x25 Automatic to which

— printers pass up label business every day be- 
cause they have the mistaken idea that labels are 
produced only in specialty houses. Nothing could be far- 
ther from the truth. Do you want proof? Then contact 
your local paper dealer or any gummed paper manufac- 
turer and ask for literature on gummed paper and how to 
handle it. It will bring you a wealth of data on how you 
can print and sell labels. It will take the mystery out of 
gummed paper and give you the know-how of handling 
it properly. 

Remember, gummed and ungummed labels are used by 
every kind of business. I venture the opinion that a check- 
up with any manufacturing concern will convince you of 
the potential profit that you may be passing up. Sure, the 
specialty printer goes after this business. Sure, it’s com- 
petitive.

Because there have ben many cases where printers have 
illegally reproduced U.S. obligations and securities for 
advertising and other purposes, this article is written 
to clearly state and explain the laws in this regard. 


EARLY 50 years ago Congress passed a law pro- 

hibiting the photographing of obligations and se- 
curities of the United States, which includes our paper 
money. In the past half century many newspapers and 
magazines have violated the law, mostly because they did 
not know about it, or because they decided that it did not 
apply to newspaper or magazine illustrations. This article 
is an attempt to clarify such misunderstandings. 

Actually there are two Federal laws which affect repro- 
ductions in the likeness of paper money and other obliga- 
tions of the United States. One is Title 18, U. S. Code, 
Section 474, which reads in part: Continued on page 26

“Whoever prints, photographs, 
or in any other manner makes or 
executes any engraving, photo- 
graph, print, or impression in the 
likeness of any such obligation or 
other security, or any part thereof, 
or sells any such engraving, pho- 
tograph, print, or impression, ex- 
cept to the United States, or brings 
into the United States any such 
engraving, photograph, print, or 
impression, except by direction of 
some proper officer of the United 
States * * * * shall be fined not 
more than $5,000 or imprisoned 
not more than fifteen years, or 
both.” 


The other law is Title 18, U. S. Code, 

Section 475, which was amended June 

16, 1951, to read as follows: 

“Whoever designs, engraves, 

prints, makes, or executes, or ut- 
ters, issues, distributes, circulates, 
or uses any business or profes- 
sional card, notice, placard, cir- 
cular, handbill, or advertisement 
in the likeness or similitude of any 
obligation or security of the 
United States issued under or au- 
thorized by any Act of Congress 
or writes, prints, or otherwise im- 
presses upon or attaches to any 
such instrument, obligation, or se- 
curity, or any coin of the United 
States, any business or profes- 
sional card, notice, or advertise- 
ment, or any notice or advertise- 
ment whatever, shall be fined not 
more than $500.” 


Of great importance is the fact that 
both laws prohibit reproductions “in 
the likeness of” obligations of the 
United States—and Section 474 also 
carries the words, “or any part 
thereof,’ which means that the photo- 
graphing or printing of any design 
which is in the likeness of any portion 
of an obligation or security of the 
United States is unlawful. 

For the sake’ of further clarity, here 
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is a definition of the words “obliga- 
tion or other security of the United 
States,” as given in Title 18, U. S. 
Code, Section 8: 

“The term ‘obligation or other 
security of the United States’ in- 
cludes all bonds, certificates of in- 
debtedness, national bank cur- 
rency, Federal Reserve notes, Fed- 
eral Reserve bank notes, coupons, 
United States notes, Treasury 
notes, gold certificates, silver cer- 
tificates, fractional notes, certifi- 
cates of deposit, bills, checks, or 
drafts for money, drawn by or 
upon authorized officers of the 
United States, stamps and other 
representatives of value, of what- 
ever denomination, issued under 
any Act of Congress, and canceled 
United States stamps.” 

The laws are plain. You cannot, 
without proper authority, make an 
engraving, print, or other impression 
of an obligation or security of the 
United States, or any part of such 
obligation or security. You cannot 
make, circulate or use any advertise- 
ment in the likeness of any such ob- 
ligation or security. 


Dangers Involved 


What danger lies in making photo- 
graphs of money, or advertisements 
which resemble money? The U. S. 
Secret Service, which is charged with 
the enforcement of the counterfeiting 
laws, has had cases where newspaper 
photographs of counterfeit paper money 
have been clipped from papers and 
passed as genuine notes. It has had 
cases where so-called “play money” 
and even “rubber money” has been 
successfully passed as the real thing. 

Most counterfeit bills today are 
made by photoengraving processes. 
which begin with a photographic neg- 
ative. There is no implication that a 
reputable publisher would photograph 
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=—— IT HAPPENS HERE! ... Yes! Here’s the precise

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a $10 bill to illustrate a story in his 
publication, and then use the negative 
to produce a counterfeit plate, but in 
at least one case the Secret Service 
arrested an employee of a newspaper 
who used the paper’s facilities after 
hours to make plates for counterfeit 
$1 bills. The photographic negative of 
money which is made with good inten- 
tions and which later falls into un- 
scrupulous hands is one danger which 
the strict enforcement of the law can 
prevent. 

It is possible, of course, to photo- 
graph paper money so that no part of 
the money is “in the likeness” of gen- 
uine money. The distance of the cam- 
era from the object, the angle at which 
the photograph is taken, the sharp- 
fess of focus, all are important factors 
in avoiding a degree of “likeness” 
which would be in conflict with the 
law. The safest way to avoid a viola- 
tion, of course, is to refrain entirely 
from pkotographing paper money, 
Government checks, or other obliga- 
tions. 


Mlustrating U. S. Stamps 


As we have seen, a United States 
stamp (postage or Internal Revenue), 
canceled as well as uncanceled, is an 
obligation of the United States. How- 
ever, regulations of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, issued under Title 18, 
U. S. Code, Section 504, permit pub- 
lication of illustrations of United 
States postage stamps, in black and 
white only, and only for philatelic 
purposes in articles, books, journals, 
newspapers, or albums (including the 
circulars or advertising literature of 
legitimate dealers in stamps or pub- 
lishers of or dealers in philatelic or 
historical articles, books, journals, or 
albums). Such illustrations, though, 
must be of a size less than three- 
fourths or more than one and one-half 
times the size of the original stamps. 
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The same law permits black and 
white illustrations, for philatelic pur- 
poses only, of foreign revenue stamps 
if from plates so defaced as to indi- 
cate that the illustrations are not 
adapted or intended for use as stamps. 
It also permits black and white illus- 
trations, for philatelic purposes, of for- 
eign postage stamps without limita- 
tion as to size, and black and white il- 
lustrations of such portion “of the bor- 
der of a stamp of the United States 
as may be necessary to show minor 
distinctive features of the stamp so 
illustrated, but all such illustrations 
shall be at least four times as large as 
the portion of the original United 
States stamp so illustrated.” This lat- 
ter restriction would apply to United 
States Internal Revenue stamps, for 
example, which cannot be illustrated 
in their entirety without special per- 
mission of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 

Special permission of the Secretary 
of the Treasury for publication of cer- 
tain illustrations of currency and other 
obligations of the United States is oc- 
casionally granted when such illustra- 
tions are to be used for educational 
purposes. Any requests for this per- 
mission should explain specifically 
what is desired to be photographed 
and for what reason, in order that the 
authority, if granted, may be equally 
specific. 


Illustrations in Color 


Illustrations of currency and stamps 
in color are not permitted, except that 
special authority has been granted to 
some philatelists to make color trans- 
parencies of stamps for philatelic pur- 
poses, with the provision that no 
opaque reproductions will be printed. 
Also, The Attorney General of the 
United States recently rendered an 
opinion that restrictions on stamp il- 
lustrations did not apply to “demone-

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tized stamps” of foreign governments 
—that is, stamps issued by govern- 
ments no longer in existence, or for- 
eign stamps which are not valid as 
postage in the country of origin. Such 
stamps may be reproduced without re- 
striction as to size or color, but the 
Treasury Department holds that the 
burden of proof as to the demonetized 
status of the stamps so illustrated is 
upon the publisher. 


Illustrations of Coins 


Before July 16, 1951, the Federal 
laws prohibited illustrations of coins, 
but on that date an amendment was 
adopted (Public Law 79, 82d Con- 
gress, approved July 16, 1951), which 
removed the restriction on photo- 
graphs and printed illustrations of 
coins. The law, however, does prohibit 
the manufacture, sale, or use, of “any 
token, disk, or device in the likeness 
or similitude as to design, color, or 
the inscription thereon of any of the 
coins of the United States or of any 
foreign country issued as money, 
either under the authority of the 
United States or under the authority 
of any foreign government.” 

When illustrations or reproductions 
in the likeness of paper money or 
other obligations of the United States 
are brought to the attention of the 
Secret Service, they are discussed with 
the United States Attorney in the 


judicial district concerned. Although 
it is unlikely that criminal prosecu- 
tion will be brought against first of- 
fenders who have unwittingly violated 
the illustration law, most United 
States Attorneys request the Secret 
Service to seize printing plates, nega- 
tives, and stocks on hand of printed 
material which, in their opinion, con- 
stitute a violation of the Federal laws. 
More drastic action may be necessary, 
of course, if an offense is repeated 
after warnings have been given. 

The U. S. Secret Service makes every 
effort to be as cooperative as possible 
with publishers and advertisers. At 
the same time, it has an important 
law-enforcement duty to perform. For 
some 87 years the Secret Service has 
been responsible for the suppression 
of counterfeiting in the United States, 
and it is most anxious to give publish- 
ers and commercial advertisers a bet- 
ter understanding of some of the dif- 
ficulties it faces in exercising this func- 
tion in order that they, in turn, may 
cooperate with the Secret Service to- 
ward a fair and efficient program of 
continued protection of the currency 
and other obligations and securities of 
the nation. 

Any questions or requests for addi- 
tional information may be forwarded 
to the U. S. Secret Service, Treasury 
Department, Washington 25, D. C., or 
to the nearest Secret Service field 
office.

We've talked lately with many busi- 
ness leaders in many industries about 
this phase of good management, and 
the experience they have gained 
through years of practice of the very 
worthwhile idea of recognising the 
wives as semi-employees are condensed 
in paragraphs below. 


Recognizing Wives 


“T make it a point to know my em- 
ployee’s wife from the very start,” 
one executive explains, “Right after 
he’s hired, the Mrs. and I drop by for 
an informal visit on an evening just for 
a get-acquainted chat on the lawn. 
We bring along a quart of ice cream 
and everybody has an old-fashioned 
good time. 

“That gives us all a contact with 
one another. To this new employee’s 
wife the boss isn’t just some mythical 
ogre but a real flesh-and-blood person 
She knows. You can be sure such little 
Visits help make our employees a 
lot better employees because things 
are right at home insofar as their 
jobs are concerned.” 

Another firm holds a semi-annual 
party for families and calls in the 
wives of employees to plan all details 
of the party. Another holds seasonal 
picnics and parties and sends the 
invitations to the wives—that insures 
a full turn-out. 

Recently a southern firm held open 
house in its new building. Instead of 
hiring professional models as hostesses, 
it picked out the best-looking wives of 
employees, rented evening gowns for 
them and had them act as official 
hostesses for the celebration. They 
were paid regular professional model 
fees for their stints. 

When an eastern firm finds its busi- 
ness slipping a little, it holds all of 
the conventional sales contests among 
its employees but goes one step fur- 
ther—it has one for the wives of sales- 
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men too, and the business they un- 
earth is very worthwhile. The contests 
are never held in competition with 
the husbands—all fear the results 
might be disastrous. 

“Nagging wives exist very much in 
real life and all of them aren’t on tele- 
vision and in the movies,” one busi- 
nessman told us, “and a nagging wife 
who doesn’t like the firm her husband 
is working for or thinks he’s being 
mistreated can make a good man as 
worthless as an empty beer bottle at 
a lodge picnic. 

“We see to it that the wives know 
all about us and all about the business 
from the very first by having regular 
social affairs for them and telling 
them what’s going on. 

“Every wife of every employee has 
been all through the business on a 
personally conducted tour by her hus- 
band’s immediate supervisor. She’s 
given advertising and literature we put 
out to tell our customers what a nice 
firm we are. 

“And we see to it that when there’s 
a promotion made, a salary raise issued 
or any other award of merit for an 
employee the wife is in on it too— 
she’s told how much we appreciate her 
spouse and how well he’s doing.

and blue on white blotter stock, but 
in our opinion, the lettering of the 
company name is entirely too ornate, 
and the general impression could be 
improved by simplifying the typog- 
raphy. The presswork is good. 


‘THE BAG & BOX PRINT SHOP, 733- 
35 W. Colfax Ave., Denver 4, Colo., 
uses very dainty layout and typog- 
raphy on its current blotter which in- 
cludes the current month’s calendar 
and very short copy explaining the 
type of work it does. Seven styles of 
type are used on this blotter, and 
while the final effect is not unpleasant, 
we feel it could be improved and 
made more effective by using bolder 
faces for the lines in the copy to be 
emphasized and reducing the number 
of type styles. The blotter is printed 
in two colors—green and purple—on 
white coated blotter stock. 


PROGRESSIVE OFFSET COM. 
PANY, INC., 546 S. Meridian St., 
Indianapolis 25, Ind., has issued a 
“four year calendar.” The calendar is 
lithographed on 70-lb. offset enamel. 
and the job is laminated for long wear 
in a billfold or pocket. A very at- 
tractive and useful piece. 


FRANCIS W. TAFT, 8360 W. Third 
St., Los Angeles 48, Cal., uses a printed 
letter to promote the sale of postcards 
as an advertising medium. It offers to 
print the postcards, address and mail 
them, including the postage (at $20 


per M) at a total cost of $26. We 
wonder how it can afford to set up 
type, print a thousand postcards and 
address them for only $6 and make 
any money. Regardless of that, this is 
a good idea—to point out to a pros- 
pective customer an actual advertising 
medium which you can print for him 
and give him an idea of exactly what 
it will cost to do the job. An appeal 
of this type should attract customers. 


THE ROBERT J. SAFFRON CO., 
3624 Langrehr Rd.. Baltimore 7, Md., 
carries an illustration of its latest 
printing press on its current blotter. 
While the press is very impressive 
looking, we often wonder if printing 
buyers care very much about looking 
at an illustration of a printing press. 
We wonder if this space on the blotter 
couldn’t better be used to sell printing 
rather than to sell equipment. This 
blotter is well printed in blue and 
green on white coated blotter stock, 
but the typography is a little too 
crowded and needs more emphasis on 
the headline or the company name or 
something. As it is, no type line stands 
out over any other. 


RUBBER CITY PRINTERY, 718 Al- 
lyn St., Akron, Ohio, has created a 
very interesting business card for the 
use of its salesmen. It is printed in 
blue and silver—an unusual combina- 
tion. Attractive. 


THE MOLSON PRESS, Albany 4, 
N. Y., is mailing to printing prospects 
what looks at first glance like a 10 
dollar bill. In place of the serial 
number on the bill it has its telephone 
number. On the back of the bill 
appears the line, “Our printing at- 
tracts attention,” which this bill cer- 
tainly does. Our only criticism is that 
it could have been printed on a better 
grade of paper. 


We have made mention in this depart- 
ment of the many blotters and other 
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pieces sent out during July an- 
nouncing mass vacations. Inasmuch 
as these blotters arrived at our desk 
too late to review in the June issue, 
thus allowing our printer readers to 
adapt some of the ideas, we do, how- 
ever, feel that these blotters deserve 
some mention.

ACTOR, 8855 Sunset Strip, Holly- 
wood, Calif., sent a postal card with 
the heading “A Short Vacation for 
the Printer” and giving the dates 
during which his shop would be 
closed. . SPEED PRESS, INC., 
12815 S. Western Ave., Blue Island, 
Hl., uses a colorful letterhead con- 
taining a printed letter telling about 
its vacation period. . . . WELLS 
PRINTING COMPANY, 121 W. Main 
St., Madison, Wis., uses a_ blotter 
€arrying the heading “Vacation is a 
comin’,” and an illustration of a very 
hot gentleman mopping his face. The 
copy contains the dates on which the 
plant would be closed. . . . L. GRAND 
PRINTING CO., 55 Main St.. Yonk- 
ers, N. Y., used a very colorful blotter 
printed in red and blue showing a 
cartoon of a family in a car with all 
its vacation trappings—tennis rackets, 
golf clubs, etc., and the heading “Go- 
ing on Vacation?”

closed. To all these users of the 
vacation announcement idea, here's 
a suggestion you might want to file 
away for use when you get ready to 
prepare your vacation announcement 
next year. Why not include with the 
blotter an order blank listing items of 
printing, such as letterheads, state- 
ments, and other standard pieces, and 
suggest that the printing buyer give 
you an order to produce before you 
close shop. This might unearth some 
orders and would act as a helpful re- 
minder to those buyers who depend 
upon you for their printing needs.

ONGRESS has gone home, but not before the legislators made 

sure, by voting record-breaking sums for many purposes, that 
as few voters as possible would feel resentful when they trek to the 
polls this fall. 

The legislators passed higher pension measures for some 7,000,000 
pensioners—retired federal annuitants, aged veterans, disabled vet- 
erans, Old Age and Survivors Insurance beneficiaries and Old Age 
Assistance recipients. The annual cost to the taxpayer will total some 
$750,000,000, everything considered. 

For businessmen, the Congressmen offered a watered-down version 
of the Defense Production Act. Something like half as much money 
was appropriated for enforcement for Office of Price Stabilization and 
the Wage Stabilization Board. 

Yet, for consumers, the legislators can boast that they did renew 





the DPA until next April 30. 


For farmers, the legislators offered 
90 per cent of parity on the major 
commodities and flexible parity rates 
ranging from 60 per cent to 90 per 
cent on a wide variety of others. 

For the taxpayer, Congressmen of- 
fered very little except higher taxes 
next year, or a record-breaking deficit. 
The deficit in the fiscal year ending 
July 1 was only $5 billion. The deficit 
a-building is likely to be $10 billion, 
perhaps much more. All in all, Con- 
gress did something for everybody ex- 
cept everybody. 


Advise on Political Printing 


PRINTERS likely now are in the 
midst of their usual pre-election rush, 
and perhaps it would be dese majesty 
to offer advice, but history is worth 
considering. 


In some other recent elections, due 
to the bitterness of the opposing sides, 
printers themselves have become in- 
volved, perhaps unwittingly in most 
instances, in post-election battles. One 
notable case was that of a Maryland 
printer caught in the middle between 
a fight being waged for a Senatorial 
seat. The unfavorable publicity that 
went to him might serve as a lesson 
to others. 

The politicians, as everyone knows, 
want to get as much as they can for 
nothing, when they are spending their 
own money. That’s why many of them 
—the seated ones, of course—use the 
facilities of the Government Printing 
Office in every legitimate way. Printers 
have learned—the hard way—to keep 
most political aspirants on a cash 
basis, since all politicians are naturally 
optimistic, about their financial 
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chances in the future as well as their 
political chances. 

Congress has moved to prevent radio 
and television stations from charging 
political aspirants more than the go- 
ing rate, but the legislators didn’t 
touch the usual custom of weekly and 
daily newspapers of charging a pre- 
mium for such advertisements. What- 
ever you do with politicians, it would 
be a wise idea to treat them all alike, 
at least from the standpoint of their 
credit and their rates. In today’s super- 
charged political air, any slight in- 
equities can be built up into a case of 
partiality, or skullduggery, in political 
speeches. 

\ printer, even if he works for both 
sides in a campaign and does his best 
for them, still has a right in his per- 
sonal life to take a political stand. 
Since lots of future business is tied up 
—from local, county, or state contracts 
—in political good-will, most printers 
want to be on the safe side and culti- 
vate both sides. That’s the wisest thing 
to do, if you can get away with it. 

But, whatever you do, be fair to all 
your customers, particularly those in 
the heat of a political campaign. If 
you give uniform good work, in uni- 
formly good-will, with fairness to all 
comers, you'll stand a good chance of 
getting repeat business from the win- 
ners—and perhaps even from the los- 
ers, too. who might decide to go into 
business and really use printing in a 
big way. 

In short, when everyone else is los- 
ing his head in the coming campaigns, 
keep your wits about you. 


Temporary Military Deferments 


THE granting of temporary military 
deferments to apprentices in skilled 


trades, as authorized by President 
Harry Truman in an executive order, 
has been seen by Department of Labor 
officials as “materially strengthening 
the nation’s manpower resources, by 
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assuring an orderly flow of workers 
into the skilled trades.” 

W. F. Patterson, director of the De- 
partment of Labor’s Bureau of Ap- 
prenticeship, declared that “our na- 
tional labor supply is adequate, but 
essential skills are in short supply.” 

In signing the order granting defer- 
ments to apprentices needed for mili- 
tary and essential civilian production. 
President Truman stressed that it does 
not permit permanent exemption of 
any worker from selective service, but 
“rather, it provides a more orderly 
basis for granting the temporary de- 
ferments which local boards have cus- 
tomarily extended to qualified indi- 
viduals.” 

In general, the order provides for 
the deferment of apprentices in train- 
ing programs considered necessary to 
the maintenance of national health, 
safety or interest. One of the condi- 
tions is that “the apprentice training 
program meet the standards and re- 
quirements prescribed by the Director 
of Selective Service, based upon the 
recommendations of the Secretary of 
Labor.” 


RFC Loans 


LOANS of up to $175,000 to indi- 
vidual companies—not printing estab- 
lishments—have been authorized by 
the Small Defense Plants Administra- 
tion, which decides on the loans which 
are made for small business by the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation. 

Although money is more easily ob- 
tained for working capital and other 
uses from commercial banks now than 
it has been in many a day, there are 
still times when a small printer, or 
related establishment, might want to 
borrow RFC funds. The Small Defense 
Administration has shown, in its loans 
so far, that it is very liberal in its in- 
terpretation of what an essential in- 
dustry may be, and, as a result, loans 
have been made to companies that 
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would appear to be far less essential 
than printing establishments. 

A word of caution is in order if you 
want to borrow money from Uncle 
Sam. You'll have to do business in a 
figurative gold-fish bowl. Any loan you 
make from the federal government will 
be publicized at least twice—when it 
is authorized by the SDPA and when 
the RFC disburses the actual funds. 
In other words, be sure that any sched- 
ules you hand in are defensible to the 
last degree. 


Changes in WSB Rules 


AS predicted here two months ago, 
employers of eight employees or fewer 
now do not have to go through Wage 
Stabilization Board red tape in grant- 
ing increases to the deserving em- 
ployees. Some 2,000,000 employers, in- 
cluding many printers, will be exempt 
from WSB controls as a result of this 
rule-change—made by Congress, inci- 
dentally. 

Another important change made in 
WSB rules by Congress provides that 
hourly wages of $1 an hour or less no 
longer are subject to WSB jurisdic- 
tion. In other words, you can raise the 
wages or salaries of employees making 
less than $1 an hour up to that amount 
without applying to WSB. 


Seeks Higher Postal Rates 
POSTMASTER General Jess Don- 


aldson has begun what appears to be 
another campaign to raise postal rates, 
although it is palpably impossible for 
this to happen in tkis election year. 
What he seems to have in mind is to 
build up sentiment for such increases 
in the next Congress. 

The head of the nation’s postal sys- 
tem told Congress, in a statement is- 
sued before the legislators went home, 
that the deficit in the 1953 fiscal year, 
which began July 1, will total at least 
$670 million. He renewed his request 
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for increases on second- and third-class 
mail—principally newspapers, maga- 
zines and advertising matter—which 
he said was not paying its propor- 
tionate share of present postal ex- 
penses. 

In a report to the House Committee 
on Post Office and Civil Service, Mr. 
Donaldson averred: 

“The huge losses or deficits reflect 
the failure of postal rates to keep pace 
with the substantial postwar increases 
in salaries, transportation charges and 
other operating costs.” 

If the post office is to be operated 
as a service agency and regularly sub- 
sidized, he asserted, the public should 
not be left with the impression that 
“the large deficit is due to misman- 
agement or inefficiency.” 

The Postmaster General said that 
the second-class (publications) deficit 
was responsible for almost a third of 
the Post Office Department’s deficit, 
running around $255 million a year. 


Amends Controlled Materials Plan 


THE National Production Author- 
ity has amended CMP Regulation 5 
to simplify operations under this or- 
der, which governs the procurement 
by businessmen of maintenance, repair 
and operating (MRO) items under the 
Controlled Materials Plan. 

Already in effect, the new amend- 
ments to CMP Regulation 5 accom- 
plishes these changes: 

1—Removes the $1,000 limitation on 
the cost or quantity of materials used 
for a single installation project, but 
retains the quarterly restrictions on 
expenditures for installations. NPA 
officials pointed out that, under this 
provision, only the actual cost of ma- 
terials used to install equipment in a 
plant need be charged against the in- 
stallation quota. The value of the piece 
of equipment installed is not con- 
trolling. 

2—Changes the definition of instal-

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lation to include any setting up or re- 
location of machinery, fixtures or 
equipment which does not occur in 
conjunction with a construction proj- 
ect covered by CMP Regulation 6, and 
which is carried by a person as capital 
according to his established practice. 

3—Provides that where an installa- 
tion is made in a building which has 
been completed in less than a year and 
where the installation is part of a 
construction project, it may not be 
considered as an installation within 
the meaning of the new definition. 

t—Revises the definition of “minor 
capital additions” to make it clear 
that all items purchased as part of a 
single project or plan constitute one 
addition. 

5—Requires persons who have 
treated installation or relocation his- 
torically as an operating supply to con- 
tinue to do so. 

Benefits anticipated as a result of 
this new action, NPA officials said, are 
elimination of some hardships which 
have resulted from the $1,000 limita- 
tion on individual installation projects, 
and a reduction in the paper work re- 
quired of industry. It also is believed 
that the revised definition of installa- 
tion and minor capital additions will 
permit more effective administration 
of the order. 


Business Trends 


THE business population today con- 
sists of a little more than 4,000,000 
companies, slightly more than the pre- 
vious postwar peak reached in June, 
1948, the Office of Business Economics, 
U. S. Department of Commerce has 
reported. 

In 1948, there were some 861,900 
service industries, in which printing 
is included, but today there are some 
857,200. Statistics show that there are 
more printing plants today than there 
were four years ago. 


Despite the diversity of economic 
conditions which characterized various 
areas, and, at times, the entire na- 
tion, the overall number of firms in 
operation has been notably stable in 
recent years, the Department of Com- 
merce believes. 

Only two major industry divisions— 
contract construction and_ utilities— 
have shown significant increases over 
the past year. In manufacturing, the 
number of durable goods producers 
continued to increase in response to the 
demands of the defense program, but 
these gains were offset by continued 
declines among producers of soft 
goods. 

During the past year, the number 
of retail trade firms continued the de- 
cline which, except for an interrup- 
tion during 1950, has been in progress 
since 1948, primarily among firms deal- 
ing in food. 

A comparison of the first three 
quarters of 1950 and 1951 show that 
business births increased slightly while 
business deaths increased by 10 per 
cent. However, despite the sharper 
relative increase in the number of dis- 
continued businesses, business births 
were slightly more numerous than 
deaths during the first nine months 
of 195i. 

In general, the movements in trans- 
ferred businesses closely parallels those 
found in new businesses. However, the 
proportion of all newly acquired firms 
which are transferred businesses varies 
greatly by industry. An entrepeneur 
starting in the retail trade field, for 
example, is more than twice as likely 
to buy a going business than to start 
a new one. In contract construction, 
on the other hand, almost four and 
one-half times as many businesses are 
newly started than are acquired by 
transfer.

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Meeting the Challenge 


of a BUYERS MARKET 


Extracts from a talk given by T. A. Dadisman, 
Vice-president Printing Developments, Inc., 

New York, N. Y., before the 47th annual con- 
vention of Lithographers National Association, Inc. 








ENTLEMEN, in your business and mine, we just 

cannot afford to sit around and wait to see what is 
going to happen. We have got to determine industriously 
why we have sales resistance and then adopt a vigorous 
selling program. 

Let’s start out first by honestly trying to determine what 
our personal company’s real problems are. Let’s not think 
about our competitors nor a couple of so-and-so’s you 
would like to nominate for a rough going over. Let’s in- 
stead boldly walk up to a full length mirror and take a 
long, studious look. Let’s have a serious introspection of 
ourselves, being mindful of the road we have traveled 
to the present and then clearly define the road we want 
to travel in the future, and just how we think we should 
go about it. Ben Duffy said to a group of young adver- 
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tising students the other day in New 
York City that the asset of honesty 
was worth considerably more than 
knowledge when evaluated in success- 
ful business parlance. Having taken 
the time to become thoroughly re-ac- 
quainted with ourselves as manage- 
ment men, then we are in a better 
position to more effectively transmit 
our wishes and desires to the executive 
assistant staff and on down to depart- 
mental managers, etc. 

I should like to ask this question: 
To what degree have you been able to 
convey to the young blood in your or- 
ganization the knowledge and the pro- 
cedures you employed when you built 
your organization from scratch to 
where it is today? A lot of you men 
fit this category and I dare say that, if 
you’ contemplate this question in its 
full context, you will have to admit 
that it is one of the biggest chores of 
your business responsibilities. It mat- 
ters not so much at the moment to 
what degree success has been attained 
in the accomplishment of this as to 
whether or not it is a working prin- 
ciple of yours that is employed daily. 
When we have been able to clarify our 
thinking in this manner, I believe we 
will find that all of the broader and 
more varied problems will come into 
better focus so that everyone in the 
organization is more properly equipped 
to understand our respective businesses 
in their full and complete meanings. 
“Normalcy,” defined in this sense, is 
that state of affairs where a competi- 
tive struggle must go on constantly in 
order to survive profitably. To me this 
is the life blood of an industrial re- 
public, and if our basic thinking is 
right and our methods of operating 
sound, then we will automatically be 
prepared to cope successfully with both 
a normal or an abnormal market. 

The kind of a market that the litho- 
graphic industry enjoyed from 1940 
through 1947 was all right from a dol- 
lars and cents point of view but too 


plethoric to stay healthy. Most of you 
were not out looking for buyers of 
printing through that period—rather 
the buyer was looking for you. Now, 
due to the change in the equipment 
picture, which Floyd Maxwell has so 
ably described to you, and as you have 
probably gleaned from the examina- 
tion of the charts on display, it has 
become clear that the capacity of the 
industry to print has gained more rap- 
idly than the total dollar volume of 
business to be printed, but that is 
GOOD! It is good because it is a 
challenge and, having been challenged, 
we must rise up to the measure of our 
full stature in order to meet it. 

I think you might be interested in 
some figures that have been put to- 
gether recently which spell out in a 
little different manner what I am try- 
ing to say this morning. You probably 
have heard some of the same sort of 
“shop talk” that I have been hearing 
the past few months to the effect that 
advertising budgets are down and 
there just is not as much business 
around, etc. It just so happens that 
“it ain’t so” and here is some factual 
proof: (See top of page 68.) 

Now for the other side of this dollar 
volume picture, let’s look for a mo- 
ment at how well lithography is hold- 
ing its own share. The race between 
lithography and letterpress between 


1939 and 1947 was a very favorable 


one for offset which made a gain of 
212% in that period compared to let- 
terpress’ making a gain of only 139%. 

Now, let’s look at what happened 
between 1947 and 1950. First, it should 
be made clear that we have to rely on 
Government figures that are not as 
complete as they should be. These fig- 
ures do indicate that the dollar volume 
of printing jumped about 185 million 
dollars between 1947 and 1950. The 
figures also indicate, however, that off- 
set did not get its normal share of 
these figures in business. Offset should 
have had somewhere about 24% of this 
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The following figures represent millions of advertising dollars spent in each 


of the six major media.

increase and the adjusted figures indi- 
cate that it picked up approximately 
15%. Another way of saying this is 
that offset apparently lost about 9% 
of this increase to other printing proc- 
esses. 

Again, may I caution that today’s 
figures have had to be put together 
from many sources and some of you 
undoubtedly will dispute them, but it 
definitely appears that offset in the 
past few years is no longer continuing 
to make the strides it did between 
1939 and 1947. Now, we will probably 
ask in unison—WHY? 

Frankly, gentlemen, I don’t know. 
I don’t know anyone who does know 
a simple, direct answer, but I do have 
suggestions that might lead us to part 
of the answer. Certainly the answer is 
not to be found in price cutting or in 
going out to try to cut a bigger piece 
of the pie for our own selfish end uses. 
That won’t do your company any per- 
manent good and it certainly does 
nothing for the lithographic industry. 
The only way we can meet this chal- 
lenge is to go after new markets and 
show the present buyer of lithography 
how he can buy more of it. There is 
nothing mysterious nor impossible 
about that. But we won’t accomplish 
it by going about it in the same old 
way. Let’s swallow our pride long 
enough to admit we don’t know all the 
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answers. Then let’s go out after infor- 
mation, counsel and advice. What’s 
wrong with the idea of hiring a bright 
young fellow and putting him in 
charge of the “New Markets Depart- 
ment?” Don’t give him all the answers 
that you and your sales manager pos- 
sess. Turn him loose on his own. Let 
him go down all the blind alleys as 
well as the endless streets. Let him 
ask everybody and anybody everything 
or anything. Let him talk to customers 
about your company and your people. 
You will be amazed and blessed with 
a wealth of information that is prac- 
tically impossible to obtain otherwise. 

We have just finished doing some- 
thing after this fashion and I am 
anxious to tell you about it, but be- 
fore I do, I should like to pause briefly 
to tell you how it happened. 

In our little business operation we 
are just as much a part of the litho- 
graphic industry as anyone else when 
it comes to the problems confronting 
the industry. We certainly have sales 
resistance and a lot of the other at- 
tendant difficulties that go along with 
manufacturing and selling something. 
So, when we sat down to get our teeth 
into an advertising program, we did 
not know where to begin. The more 
we started kicking some of these prob- 
lems around that I have voiced here 
this morning, the more complicated 
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the situation became—so first we went 
to some of our customers and asked 
for their thinking. Then we decided 
to go to some of our customers’ cus- 
tomers. We told them what our prob- 
lem was and asked for their opinions. 
That seemed to help a little bit more 
so we decided to sit down with Floyd 
Maxwell and his associates to talk it 
over with them. We told them what we 
had been up to and asked for their 
basic reactions. 


The long and the short of it is that- 


the sampling of opinions that we made 
with four printing buyers grew into 
the sampling of 28 across the country, 
hand-picked to represent America’s 
most basic industrial and advertising 
corporations. In total substance, we 
wanted to find out from some of the 
leading printing buyers why they use 
or do not use lithography, what they 
think of lithographers as an industry 
and what your representatives are do- 
ing. Are they giving the printing buyer 
the proper assistance so that he will 
buy more printing or are they not? So, 
we settled on seven questions to send 
to these men. We will not divulge their 
identities because we assured them 
we would not. Consequently, they have 
responded in an amazingly cooperative 
manner so as to give you their keenest 
and most honest thinking. So, I should 
like to congratulate and thank these 
gentlemen who answered our ques- 
tionnaire for their vision and for their 
spirit of magnanimity and willingness 
to join hands with the lithographers 
serving them, in a sincere effort to find 
a mutual benefit. 

Please bear in mind that every buyer 
must give intelligent justification for 
his actions to two important forces, 
whether they reside within him or be- 
yond him, and they are: the Art Di- 
rector and the Financial Director. 
Hence, the Buyer must evaluate and 
predetermine the ratio of these forces 
according to the copy and schedule 
requirements of each individual job. 


This is done, oftentimes, with your as- 
sistance and guidance, of course, if 
you are willing to give it to him. If 
you do this in the proper manner, you 
will soon find that you are working 
with him (where he would rather have 
you), instead of just working for him. 

Therefore, in order to evoke this 
type of thinking, our first question 
read: “How do you feel about offset- 
lithography in terms of its advantages 
and disadvantages as against other 
printing.” 

As might be expected they horizon- 
tally replied that the nature of the job 
and its art-copy requirements largely 
determined this. They implied that, if 
the job were one of critical quality, 
they would go to letterpress unless the 
artwork involved soft, flat tones. Two 
respondents went to great lengths to 
clarify this discrimination showing 
clearly that they are not convinced that 
offset can carry as wide a tonal range 
of reproduction as letterpress. The spe- 
cific advantages they listed for offset 
are as follows: 


1. Speed in getting a job out espe- 
cially in the color-engraving end and 
by elimination of makeready. 8 so re- 
plied. 

2. Greater economy. 14 so replied. 

3. Versatility in the use of paper 
stocks. 8 so replied. 

4. Concentrated facilities are usu- 
ally available as compared to photo- 
engravings having to be sent to the 
electrotyper. 7 so replied. 

5. Finer screens are available; the 
process is more photographic. 1 so re- 
plied. 

6. Excellent in reproducing soft- 
ness and large halftone areas. 10 so 
replied. 

7. Good on water colors. 4 so re- 
plied. 

8. More flexible for reprint type of 
work. 4 so replied. 

9. Quality equals letterpress. 4 so 
replied. Continued on page 72 
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Now for the 
listed: 

1. Offset cannot carry sharp, deli- 
cate and heavy values like letterpress. 
Or lacks the “brilliance” of letterpress. 
7 so replied. 

2. Lacks the uniformity of letter- 
press. 2 so replied. 

3. Poor reproduction of photographs 
—too gray. 6 so replied. 

4. In order to get better quality 

must spend too much money on paper 
stock which in turn increases postage 
cost, too. 1 so replied. 
5. Not flexible enough for correc- 
tion of individual color areas such as 
burnishing or etching in letterpress. 
2 so replied. 

6. No good for numbering or per- 
forating jobs. 1 so replied. 

7. Lacks depth of color that gravure 
gives. 2 so replied. 

8. Reluctance ef some lithographers 
to print on coated stock. 1 so replied. 

Now, gentlemen, we could discuss 
this one question with its answers for 
the rest of the day but, before I go 
on to the next, I want to point up 
something apparent here, which, to my 
thinking, is the fundamental key to 
your volume problem. Meeting this 
thinking with the new tools at your 
command will open up new markets 
for lithography that it has never had 
before. How long are you going to let 
the stigma of “grayness,” “too flat,” 
“not clear nor sharp and brilliant,” 
“too thin in shadows,” “not flexible 
enough,” “non-uniformity,” etc., be 
hurled at your process and be made to 
stick? The means and methods are 
yours for the reaching and taking to- 
day, not next year or the year after, 
for invading many letterpress markets 
and many gravure markets. There are 
scores of monthly magazines in the 
sheet-fed circulation bracket that 
could be printed better, faster and 
cheaper than letterpress is doing them 
now. And why are we afraid of the 
sheet-fed gravure field? Is there any 


disadvantages they 
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crime involved in taking two colors to 
accomplish gravure effects if there be 
no cost penalty? Your platemaking 
costs are much more economical and 
faster, your press equipment is any- 
where from one to three times larger 
and a third faster. And, with the tools 
available today, I know that at least 
75% of the commercial sheet-fed grav- 
ure work can be matched or super- 
seded on a quality basis. All it takes 
is a little “imagineering” and effort. 


In our second question, we wanted 
to be more specific on this quality 
angle within the lithographic process 
itself, so we asked “In your opinion, 
has there been a substantial improve- 
ment in offset printing since the end 
of the war?” 12 said “yes” and 2 said 
“no”; 3 said “slight improvement.” 

Then we broke it down into four 
specific points. If they answered “yes” 
to the major question, we wanted to 
know where the improvement was: 


A. “Is it in reproduction quality?” 
12 said “yes” and 4 said “no.” 

B. “Is it in uniformity of quality 
throughout the run?” 11 said “yes” 
and 5 said “No.” 

C. “Is it in better and faster servic- 
ing?” 10 replied “yes” and 3 replied 
“no”; 1 replied “to some extent.” 

D. “Is it in better pricing?” 7 an- 
swered “yes” and 5 said “no”; 2 said 
that inflation made it difficult to say. 


Well, how does this compare to what 
you think your “batting average” is? 

Then, for question 3, we went off 
on another tangent. “What do you con- 
sider to be your most important prob- 
lem in dealing with lithographers?” 
Hold on to your seats for this one. 
These are their answers. 


1. Trying to get faithful color re- 
production. 6 so replied. 

2. Trying to get intelligent liaison 
between buyer and plant. 3 so replied. 

3. Salesmen just do not know 
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enough about their own business. 3 so 
replied. 

4. Finding lithographers who un- 
derstand special quality requirements 


and then be honest enough to admit it. 


if their shops cannot produce a par- 
ticular requirement. 5 so replied. 

5. Matching hand proofs with press 
runs. 6 so replied. 

6. I’m going to mention this sixth 
point even though it does overlap to 
some degree, because the man who sent 
this one in characterized so ably what 
most of the others were saying. So I 
shall quote it verbatim, “Lack of 
knowledge of what the process can do. 
There is still too much ignorance on 
the part of executives and salesmen. 
No one seems to know what to expect 
of a job—even one that has been 
proved on a press—until the job is 
actually printing. Only then do they 
find themselves either pleased or dis- 
appointed.” 

7. Proper preparation of copy. 1 so 
replied. 

8. To develop and use 3 colors and 
black for process instead of 6-8 colors. 
i so replied. 

These eight points reflect more of 
what your customer thinks of you 
than any others. The answers are gen- 
uinely thought-provoking. If your pro- 
duction staff is not performing any 
better and your sales staff is not doing 
the proper public relations and educa- 
tional job that is indicated here, then 
you and your executive assistants just 
are not getting through to them. 


Then, on our fourth question, we 
broke the representative operations 
into five parts like this: Would you 
say that the lithographic representa- 
tives are giving you the most assist- 
ance in 

A. Determining specifications? 4 
said “no,” 7 said “yes,” 3 indicated 
“some help.” 

B. Estimating? 9 said “yes,” 3 said 
no,” 1 said “some.” 


oe 


C. Art preparation? 4 said “yes,” 
8 said “no,” 1 said “to some extent.” 

D. Advising you of the best tech- 
nical way in which your job can be 
produced? 6 said “yes,” 8 said “no.” 

E. Updating you on all the latest 
developments in offset lithography? 6 
said “yes” and 8 said “no.” 1 indicated 
“some.” 

Before tallying up these answers, 
let me point out that three of the re- 
spondents did not answer the individ- 
ual 5 points but said at the bottom of 
this particular section that the sales- 
men need an education in all of the 
mentioned questions. Only one respon- 
dent indicated that the lithographic 
salesmen calling on him are “more 
knowledgeable than representatives of 
other processes.” 

Later in my comments, I shall men- 
tion some of the mechanical “tools” 
and developments that can be used to 
facilitate the job both you and your 
customers have to get done. Please go 
over all of these tools carefully and 
evaluate their application to your prob- 
lems because it is only in doing that 
and then informing your customer of 
them that we can remove much of the 
resistance in his mind to greater use 
of lithography. 


For our fifth question, we wanted 
to learn “How do you determine which 
of your jobs is to be printed in offset?” 
The answers were as follows: 

1. Depends upon nature of job in 
terms of quality desired. 13 so replied. 

2. When cost is the primary factor. 
15 so replied. 

3. How copy is to be prepared. 5 
so replied. 

4. Speed of delivery. 9 so replied. 

5. Length of run. 6 so replied. 

6. When heavier stock is required 
such as for a cover. 2 so replied. 

7. Area to be printed. 2 so replied. 

8. When special soft effects are 
wanted. 6 so replied. 

There certainly is a bundle of valu- 
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able information in those eight points. 
Stuff that not only your salesmen can 
get their teeth into but also your crea- 
tive department and production depart- 
ment. 


Now we come to a most controversial 
question. I know, from speaking with 
lithographers and litho salesmen all 
over the country that you simply won’t 
believe the answers to the question 
“Do you have occasion to purchase sev- 
eral jobs a year where top quality of 
reproduction and uniformity of print- 
ing are given precedence over price 
consideration?” Ten of the respon- 
dents answered in the affirmative and 
2 replied “a few,” while 3 said that 
they did not completely ignore the cost 
factor. And those remaining with no 
answer to the main question came 
through very nicely on the sub-ques- 
tions: 

A. “To what extent does such qual- 
ity determine your placing of print- 
ing?” 

B. “To what extent does price alone 
determine your selection of a sup- 
plier?” 

C. “To what extent do other factors 
such as service and an ability to meet 
tight schedules influence your deci- 
sion?” 

We know that these questions were 
not separable in the manner we stated 
them, but we did it to make sure the 
buyer would stop long enough here to 
qualify his answers and statements. 
And, without exception, they all did a 
masterful job. A general summary of 
their statements would run something 
like this: That while many occasions 
arise justifying the exclusive preemi- 
nence of quality specifications, the con- 
verse is not true regarding price con- 
siderations. Even in cases where price 
is a dominating factor, it is never so 
to the total exclusion of some quality 
factors. The majority of these men in- 
dicate that the lithographic suppliers 
are picked according to reputation or 


proven performance for whatever qual- 
ity level the particular job may require 
and then price competition comes into 
play. Schedules, of course, apply in 
either case, so that meeting delivery 
represents a disqualification factor. 
There are exceptions, however, as one 
respondent ably put it “We'd rather 
take more time and do it right.” For 
the kind of work he is buying, he is so 
right, too! But usually the pressure of 
getting a job at a pre-determined time 
is as fundamental as the job itself. 
Therein lies the buyer’s chief problem, 
ie., getting the kind of a job he would 
like to have at a price that is fair to 
all. I certainly agree with you that 
there are many buyers of printing who 
do not possess the same practical ideal- 
ism that these men of my sample offer 
you. But perhaps if the buyer who in- 
sists upon getting something for noth- 
ing were left to his own foolishness 
for awhile, he might awaken. Once 
you fall into the trap of cutting out 
part of your overhead cost or splitting 
the sales expense or reducing your 
legitimate mark-up on materials, you 
never get out of it short of catastrophe. 
And, what the rest of us are worried 
about is that it can turn out to be 
disastrous to a large group in the in- 
dustry. Let me emphasize—the legiti- 
mate buyer wants to do business only 
with firms who are making a profit 
on his work. Don’t be afraid to drop 
a bad account or two. You will get 
good ones in return if you and your 
team are working together and each 
one knows what he is doing, and 
does it. 

Our last question is an important 
one also because there has been a good 
bit of talk concerning it. We figure 
there is no answer quite so good as the 
one to be had for the asking at the 
original source. “Have you increased 
your budgets for commercial printing 
over the last few years, and has offset 
printing held its own, decreased or in-

creased, in relation to the over-all 
budget?” 

Without exception, every respondent 
said that the lithographic portion of 
their business had held its own in the 
budget and seven said it had increased. 
That may seem to sound fine, and it 
probably is to a degree, but it is going 
to take more time to check back into 
the total increment I mentioned earlier 
in order to evaluate accurately the 
basics. I would like to quote from 
another respondent who did so ad- 
mirably by us, and, in reply to this 
question, says: “Our budgets for print- 
ing have increased only in proportion 
to rising costs of presswork, composi- 
tion, paper, etc. Offset has at least 
held its own and perhaps slightly in- 
creased.” Just a note of caution lest 
our hasty calculations of increased dol- 
lar volume reflect too much increased 
cost. 

At the end of our questions, we left 
a blank half page with the simple cap- 
tion “Please add any other comments 
you may wish to make.” In spite of the 
fact that the respondents are all very 
busy men, 6 out of the 18 had some- 
thing to say. All of them voiced strong 
faith in offset-lithography’s future but 
3 of them took this opportunity to 
qualify their thinking. Their sugges- 
tions are so excellent that I must 
quote: “Offset-lithography is playing 
a more vital part in our operation 
daily. I feel this can be attributed to 
its more flexible nature. Quite fre- 
quently, lithography can do the job as 
well, if not better, than any other form 
of printing; and invariably, it is the 
fastest and most economical process.” 
Another said, “The long-life plate is 
responsible for overcoming one of the 
most serious disadvantages in color 
offset—that of constant variation in 
color, tone, depth, etc., due to rapid 
wear on the old style plate.” Then he 
switched subjects and offers this to 
us, “We use fairly good paper stock 
for all of our four-color offset printing

but I have often wondered why so 
many offset jobs are printed on paper 
of so poor a quality that the finished 
job has two strikes on it before pro- 
duction starts. Very often a better pa- 
per adds comparatively Jittle to the 
cost but makes considerable difference 
in quality of the job.” Now I hasten 
to add that this gentleman uses more 
paper on one single job than some of 
you could possibly process in a full 
year’s operation—so he knows his pa- 
per. Then, one more quotation, which 
is as follows: “There is some very fine 
work being done in offset. But the bulk 
of work in four colors or less is far be- 
low what the technical advances in the 
industry would lead you to think. There 
is still too much of a tendency even on 
the part of the industry’s leaders to 
think and sell on price alone and to 
only hope for quality.” 

For me to try to add or detract from 
these comments would be anticlimactic. 
Let’s rather talk for a few moments 
about what we can do better in the 
place of what we have done. 

Now, irrespective of individual point 
exceptions that you may wish to make, 
I believe there is little room for argu- 
ment over whether or not we have a 
job to do in the realm of market re- 
search, selling, public relations and 
education. The buyer can help you if 
you will meet him half-way. He is 
eager to learn if you can prove that 
you can teach him something. He will 
gamble on you and believe in you if 
you prove yourself worthy of it. Just 
go out and demonstrate your leader- 
ship and ability to perform. 

The replies to this sample certainly 
are not the whole answer as to why 
our industry is confronted with this 
particular loss of volume but, if we 
seriously tackle the problems which 
this sample points up, we will begin 
to approach the answer to the larger 
question. Let’s first of all look at our- 
selves in that mirror I mentioned 
earlier and then, after satisfying our-

selves that we are going to do a little 
better job of sound management, let’s 
take a look at our tool kit and see if 
we are walking around with tools that 
might be rusty and some of them un- 
used. Some of the tools are mechanical 
ones and others are not mechanical 
but they are all effective instruments 
that can be utilized to do a better job 
in whatever category they may apply. 
Since I have just been talking about 
management, again let me ask if we 
are sure that we are using the “tool” 
of a proper and efficient cost system. 
Surprising as it may sound, a good cost 
system and an efficient one can be 
utilized time after time as one of the 
most successful sales tools you can 
have. Is there the proper amount of 
efficiency in these departments? Are 
they being used as a part of your pro- 
duction, estimating and sales team? 
Are they being used properly in your 
personnel and labor relations  pro- 
grams? 

Then let’s go into the plant and start 
where the job always does—in the pro- 
duction department for proper anal- 
ysis. I know that when I mention copy 
preparation, a lot of you fellows are 
going to wonder what new thing can 
be said about it. Only this, the knowl- 
edge that is available for effective 
shortcuts in the preparation of art and 
camera copy for offset still are not be- 
ing used as widely in the industry as 
they should to open new markets and 
cut cost. Therefore, it causes me to 
raise the question with you: Are you 
sure that your production people and 
your sales people are as cognizant and 
up-to-date as they should be in the 
economies as well as the time to be 
saved in the use of the offset process? 
Permit me to borrow a term from the 
Chrysler Corporation for which I have 
a particular fondness—‘Imagineering.” 
Our production departments should be 
engineering departments with an em- 
phasis upon imagination. 

This sampling would certainly indi-

cate that there is a great need for ex- 
pert education on this point and, while 
we are here, let’s ask to what extent 
are you taking advantage of converting 
photoengravings to lithographic films 
so that the work can be produced in 
lithography? There is a crying need 
for this skill and, when it is developed 
satisfactorily, there will be a great 
market in monthly publications that 
can be produced in offset lithography. 

How does your camera department 
stack up in the industry? How about 
using finer screens? We can tell you 
that there are far too few cameramen 
who are taking full advantage of all 
the benefits to be obtained from 
camera magenta masking. Certainly it 
takes some training plus imagination 
plus your willingness to spend a little 
money to develop a finer tool, but it 
will pay off in many ways. Please do 
not brush this aside as being hypo- 
thetical and theoretical because many 
plants are pursuing the use of this tool 
to its fullest possibility. 

Then we come to the plate tool. For 
three years there has been available to 
the lithographic industry the very ex- 
cellent tool of polymetal plates. These 
plates were created by men of vision 
as far back as 25 years ago. Then the 
same idea was picked up by IPI, Aller, 
and Time Incorporated. This tool was 
not created just because somebody 
wanted to make something new for the 
sake of doing it, but because the in- 
dustry needed a printing medium with 
a clearly and firmly-etched image, just 
like letterpress and gravure. By em- 
ploying a plate of this nature, another 
variable is eliminated from a process 
that has been afflicted with too many 
variables. However, the industry as a 
whole is not utilizing this tool to the 
extent that they should in spite of its 
profit-making potentialities. 

Then, how about the tool of new 
inks? The industry at large still is not 
employing the full advantages that re-

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to offer. If these mechanical tools of 
improved camera techniques, better 
plates, finer screens, and better inks 
are all tied together in a well thought- 
out and well-engineered production 
program backed up firmly by manage- 
ment’s insistence that they be fully 
exploited, greater horizons are bound 
to ensue, a more stabilized product will 
result, schedules can be met more 
surely and greater profits have to 
follow. 

How about the necessary tools in the 
pressroom such as devices to load and 
unload the press without stopping? 
How about utilizing the recent develop- 
ments for turning a skid of paper over 
mechanically so that it is ready to go 
back into the feeder? 

What about special tools in the bind- 
ing and finishing operations of a job? 
I know a couple of firms who have de- 
signed special equipment for collating, 
die-cutting and embossing and slitting 
on press. There are many more fine 
tools but my time does not permit 
greater detail. Suffice it to say that you 
should look around your own shop and 
take inventory. 

Turning from the mechanical instru- 
ments, let’s talk about the tools of edu- 
cation which we all have at our dis- 
posal for the asking. I have in mind, 
first of all, the whole series of books 
which the Lithographic Technical 
Foundation has published on every 
conceivable subject affecting your busi- 
ness. Do the appropriate people in your 
organization study and absorb these 
data? How about the trade journals? 
In today’s modern pace, things are 
happening so fast and being published 
on a weekly and monthly basis that 
you can have them today instead of 
waiting one or two years for a book 
to be published. It is necessary to stay 
on top of technological developments 
as they happen. Should not a system 
be set up so that the proper persons 
get the trade journals containing sub-

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to them in order to be updated con- 
stantly? Does your sales department 
follow the advertising trade journals 
so that they are just as updated as 
their customers? Are you augmenting 
their efforts with a vigorous advertis- 
ing program? 

All of these tools can be used effec- 
tively today to invade the carton and 
package fields, the technical industries 
such as pharmaceuticals, chemicals, 
etc., where accuracy of color is im- 
portant, the mail-order catalog field, 
covers and color inserts for magazines 
and special catalogs, the black and 
white gravure field as mentioned be- 
fore, and certain monthly magazines. 
And there are many more markets if 
we but put our thinking abilities to 
work and get someone on the “dig- 
ging-up” detail. 

If | were to be asked to phrase in 
one sentence the answer to the topic 
which I have attempted to explore 
with you this morning, “Meeting the 
Challenge of a Buyer’s Market,” it 
would be: Meet the challenge with 
Leadership, Vision and Action.

“Corrosion” and “Oxidation” 


Very often the words “corrosion” 
e and “oxidation” are used in the 
same sense, as though they might be 
synonymous. Do they have the same 
meaning? Or what is the difference 
between corrosion and oxidation? 
F. B., California 
The word “corrosion” came from 
+ a latin word meaning “to gnaw” 
or “eat away.” “Oxidation,” in the gen- 
eral sense, means the reacting of a 
substance with oxygen. In the strict 
chemical sense, oxidation may mean 
the opposite of reduction, even though 
the reaction takes place without oxy- 
gen. The corrosion of a metal need not 
be by oxidation but may be by me- 
chanical wearing away as the rubbing 
of one object against another. Also, 
all oxidation is not accompanied by 
corrosion. For example, when calcium 
is slightly heated in the presence of 
oxygen there is a change of the cal- 
cium to calcium oxide, but actually 
there is no corrosion but a simple 
change of an element to a compound. 
On the other hand, when iron is ex- 
posed to the atmosphere, especially in 
the presence of moisture and perhaps 
some carbon dioxide, the element iron 
not only changes to iron oxide (rust) 
but breaks away from the iron and 
there is therefore a wearing away of 
the iron (corrosion). 
The chemical reaction of the iron 
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with oxygen to form rust is oxidation. 
The breaking away of the rust from 
the iron is corrosion. 

In connection with corrosion, it is 
interesting to note that in the case of 
zinc, and a few other metals, oxida- 
tion is a natural means for preventing 
corrosion. When zinc reacts with oxy- 
gen upon exposure to mcist air there 
is always sufficient carbon dioxide 
present in the air to cause the zinc to 
form a thin film of zinc carbonate over 
its surface. This, of course, is oxida- 
tion. This film of carbonate clings 
very tenaciously to the surface of the 
metal and protects it from any further 
oxidation. There is, for that reason, 
no corrosion. Zinc roofs in some parts 
of Europe, for that reason, have with- 
stood the weather elements for cen- 
turies without appreciable wear. 


Chromium Compounds 


I would like to have you refer 
e me to some printed matter on 
the chromium compounds. The only 
chromium compound that is used in 
the sensitive coatings in lithography 
is ammonium dichromate. I would like 
to make a search of the literature to 
see what other compounds of chrom- 
ium have the possibility of use for this 
purpose. The references and any in- 
formation you might give me will be 
very much appreciated.

The literature on the chromium 
e compounds is very much scat- 
tered. There is a series of books on 
inorganic chemistry, and a large por- 
tion of one volume is devoted to the 
chromium compounds. The author of 
these books is Mellor. For complete 
information on this subject, you must 
search fragmentary material from 
magazines and books on the subject. 
As you know there are a great many 
compounds of chromium. The most 
common of these is sodium and po- 
tassium, and then there is the familiar

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one, ammonium dichromate. Although 
ammonium dichromate is the best for 
use in the sensitive coatings, the other 
dichromates may be used. For in- 
stance, sodium dichromate and _ po- 
tassium dichromate have the facility 
to react upon exposure to ultra-violet 
light. Although the two latter salts 
have similar chemical properties, their 
solubility is vastly different. The solu- 
bility of sodium dichromate is 180 
grams per 100 cc of water at room 
temperature, whereas the solubility of 
potassium dichromate is only 12.7 
grams per 100 cc of water at the same 
temperature. 

Since dichromates are used to a large 
extent in the leather tanning industry, 
there is a good chance of finding in- 
formation on these compounds in 
books devoted to tanning. 


Zinc Poisoning 
Q Is there any danger of zinc poi- 
e soning from constant handling of 
zinc plates? What are the symptoms 
of zinc poisoning? C.M., Wisconsin 
A There is no possible danger of 
e zinc poisoning from the mere 
handling of cold zinc plates. Zinc 
poisoning comes from the fumes of 
boiling zinc and the temperature at 
which zinc boils is 1,664 degrees Fahr- 
enheit. The danger of zinc poisoning 
is present in industries where zinc is 
heated to high temperatures. Such in- 
dustries are zinc smelting and welding 
and galvanizing of other metals. 

The symptoms of zinc poisoning are 
irritation of the respiratory tract, dry- 
ness of the throat, dry cough, malaise, 
headache, nausea, severe chills with 
fever, pains of limbs, shaking in limbs, 
and sweating. These symptoms come 
about only from the inhalation of the 
fumes of zinc or zinc salts but never 
the handling of cold zinc.

Short Oil Colors 


Q In using our regular flat poster | 


e oil colors the color dries up in 
the screen after 10 to 15 impressions. 
This necessitates a thorough screen 


wash-up before going on with the job. |

color the more are the inerts or extend- 
ers used. These base extenders, barytes, 


lithofoam, etc., when used in exces- | 
sive amounts, rob the oils of the | 
vehicle in which the color and ex- | 
tender is ground.

tremely short and chalky. 


With the lower grades of flat screen- 
process color, it is necessary to place 


back into the color a sufficient amount | 
of retarding oil to permit smooth | 


printing operation. To begin with, it 
is advisable to add at least three fluid 
ounces of a number 2 grade of lithol 
varnish (lithol oil) to the quart of 
color. Lithol varnish may be obtained 
from any printing ink manufacturer or 
supplier. With the newer types of 
screen-process inks now on the mar- 
ket, screen clog is practically elimi- 
nated although drying time of the

Producing Blackboard Grounds 


Q We are producing a silk-screened 
e blackboard display card 14x22” 
on .050 point stock, which includes a 
double-wing easel and hanger cord at 
top for hanging, if desired. Across the 
top is printed today’s special, while 
across the bottom is printed the name 
of a nationally known product. The 
main section contains the blackboard 
ground. We have been printing this 
with regular flat black but we find 
that, after a short time, the chalk does 
not erase easily, leaves scratch marks 
and does not write distinctly. Isn’t 
there any screening material we can 
use that will give us something that is 
similar to slate? A. D., Ohio 


A Take the same flat black you are 
e now using. To each quart of 
black add one pound of finely ground 
pumice (more if necessary) and re- 
duce the mixture to screening con- 
sistency with a fifty-fifty mixture of 
spar varnish (for hardening) and min- 
eral spirits. For blackboarding, it is 
suggested to use either a number 6 or 
a number 8 stencil silk. For pro- 
ducing blackboard grounds on metal 
or pressedwood or similar materials to 
be used out-of-doors, the blackboard 
ground is first printed with screen 
process enamel black and, when thor- 
oughly dry, is top-coated with the flat 
black mixture as mentioned for card- 
board.

convey the idea that they know it all. 
Read the trade magazines. The manu- 
facturers publish wonderful handbooks 
there are no better; but since these 
books are so complete that they fre- 
quently discourage the beginner, 
“Mechanism of the Linotype and In- 
tertype” by Abel and Straw probably 
is the best book for one who wants 
most of all, fundamental knowledge.

40,000 Halftone Screens 


The halftone screen shipped on 
April 23 by Max Levy & Company to 
the Commerce Engraving Company 
(Lynn, Mass.) is historically important 
because it bore serial number 40,000. 
The output of the 62-year Levy con- 
cern therefore exceeds the combined 
production of all other halftone screen 
manufacturers since the days of Wil- 
liam Leggo and the crossline screen he 
made in 1869. 


Although the early screens played 
some role in halftone reproduction, it 
is to Max Levy & Company that the 
trade owes the practical and commer- 
cial introduction of the halftone 
process in every corner of the globe. It 
was the Levy screen that placed the 
process on a firm foundation, and it 
was the unvarying quality of Levy 
screens that permitted the wide devel- 
opment of halftone illustrations. 


The idea of a ruled and etched 
crossline screen was conceived about 
1883 by Louis E. Levy, who assigned 
to his younger brother Max the task 
of ruling the screens and developing 
a method and machinery for their 
commercial production. Some screens 
were made by Max as early as 1886, 
but real success was not possible until 
1889, when Max Levy, employing his 
skill as a draftsman and mechanic, de-

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signed and constructed an automatic 
ruling machine for the purpose. 

The Levy brothers thereupon began 
the business of screen manufacture on 
January 2, 1890, which partnership 
was terminated in the same year (No- 
vember 22, 1890) by Louis selling his 
interest in the venture to Max, so that 
Louis could devote his entire atten- 
tion to other business activities. A 
number of screens were sold during 
the time of the partnership, but no 
itemized records exist of the trans- 
actions, and serial numbering of Levy 
screens did not begin until after Max 
assumed sole ownership of the screen 
plant. 

The Levy records disclose that the 
first five screens sold by Max went to 
his brother Louis for use in the lat- 
ter’s photoengraving shop (Levytype 
Company) in Philadelphia. The other 
of the first 15 Levy screens went to the 
following individuals and concerns in 
the order of their mention: W. T. Dill- 
worth (London, England); Aldine 
Engraving Company (Boston, Mass.) ; 
W. H. Williamson (Denver, Colo- 
rado); R. Coneson; J. Manz & Com- 
pany (Chicago); George H. Grundy 
(Derby, England) ; Joseph Scholefield 
(Nurnberg, Germany); F. Gutekunst 
(Philadelphia) and Edward L. Pow- 
ell (Chicago). 

Two of the early screens were sold 
to the Aldine Company, and with the 
exception of the Dillworth order, all 
of the screens were of the etched cross- 
line type. They ranged in size from 
4x5 to 12x15 inches, and in rulings 
from 100- to 150-line. The Dillworth 
order differed in that it called for a 
23-inch single-line (110) ruling, and 
there is an interesting historical possi- 
bility connected with this purchase. 

Dillworth was a London dealer in 
photographic supplies, and he may 
have ordered the screen for the Meis- 
enbach Company, a_photoengraving 
concern established in London in 1884

Elastic Properties of the 
Stereotype Mat 


Q What is the elastic property of 
e the stereotype mat? (b) How is 
this property produced and to what 
limits? (c}) Does mat shrinkage have 
any bearing on elastic property of the 
paper? M. D. B., Wisconsin 


A The elastic property of the stere- 
e otype mat is the quality of the 
paper to stretch. The spaces of the 
molded mat are produced by its elastic 
property. Embossing houses have used 
stereotype mat paper for many years 
to produce very deep embossed 
placques since no other known paper 
possesses the high degree of elastic 
properties of the stereotype mat pap- 
per. Depths of one inch and beyond 
have been reached in embossing work 
without shearing the paper by gradual 
steps in reaching the ultimate depth. 

(b) The elastic property of mat pa- 
per is asserted when pressure force is 
applied. The direction from which the 
force is applied determines the course 
paper stretch takes place. In stereo- 
type mat molding the direction of pres- 
sure is usually downward. This pro- 
duces the elastic flow of the paper be- 
low the surface levels of the type form 
producing the space levels of the mat 
impression. 

For years after the cold stereotype 
mat was adopted among newspaper 
publications, the old design mat roller 
equipment remained in use. The upper

rotation which rarely was synchronized 
with the time of bed travel. This was 
a condition which delivered pressure 
force ahead of the vertical center line 
of the cylinder. Thus, a forward force 
exerted against the highly elastic mat 
paper caused an increase in the meas- 
urement of the printed surfaces of the 
mat over the area of the type form. 
Since this increase in the printed page 
measurement represented a loss of 
white paper margin, Wood Newspaper 
Machinery Corporation, with Paul 
Harrington of New York, developed a 
special cylinder gear that would de- 
liver pressure force direction behind 
the vertical center line of the cylin- 
der, reducing the measurement of page 
width in the mat, and a gain of white 
paper margin. However, a large ma- 
jority of the newspaper publications 
cancelled out the effect of pressure 
force delivery forward, or backward 
of centerline through various types of 
molding blankets, blankets which 
would slip, or reduce or eliminate any 
change of measurement between the 
type form and molded impressions in 
stereotype mats. These expedients be- 
came unnecessary when mat rollers 
with free upper cylinders and cylinders 
parallel to the bed-table throughout 
the molding cycles were available for 
cold mat use. 


Until a couple of years ago, the 
elastic property of the stereotype mat, 
except for producing spaces in the 
molded stereotype mat, offered no ad- 
vantage. On the contrary, there was 
always a struggle to keep it from 
changing the dimensions of the print- 
ing area. However, the Publishers Re- 
search Laboratories have felt that if 
stereotype matrix paper has elastic 
properties that serves embossers with 
an inch and beyond stretch without 
damage to the paper, there may be 
possibilities for utilizing this quality 
of the paper advantageously under 
controlled conditions. It is known that 
a percentage of stretch produced is

subject to elastic recovery, or to being 
restored to original measurement. 

It is the writer’s understanding that 
ANPA research determined that the 
elastic properties of mat paper with 
respect to changing the measurement 
of type form area in mat impression 
may be controlled by the compres- 
sional characteristics of the molding 
blankets used. Since the mat is an in- 
tegral part of materials placed between 
the type form surfaces and cylinder 
of the mat roller, it behaves accord- 
ingly. In other words, if the molding 
blankets spread outward, the mat will 
spread also. Thus it remained to pro- 
vide blankets that would spread, there- 
by spreading the mat paper also in 
advance of imprinting, and then re- 
cover when pressure force is relieved. 
This appears to be exactly what was 
accomplished, and the elastic property 
of mat paper is now an asset to the 
newspaper publisher, particularly since 
dimensional change through elastic 
recovery of mat paper occurs only in 
one direction and against the grain of 
the paper. Thus, by rolling the stereo- 
type mat in the conventional manner, 
across the width of the page, the re- 
duction will be with the width meas- 
urement only, without any change of 
page length, usually running with the 
grain of the paper. 

It develops that use of this new 
principle of elastic recovery for reduc- 
ing the width of page measurement 
in the mat, the spread of the mat and 
blankets and return to original size 
after imprinting imposes uniform 
change in both directions, to avoid 
distorting the paper. This presupposes 
that an equal distance exists between 
the cylinder of the roller and surfaces 
of the type form throughout the mold- 
ing cycle, plus an upper cylinder free 
of interference, or free to spin readily, 
since interferences of friction, and drag 
prevent uniform spreading and recov- 
ery of the mat paper. Similarly, raised

A It is impossible to give you any 
e opinion without seeing and ex- 
amining any piece of machinery. Be- 
sides, it is not our policy to offer any 
opinion on different makes of machin- 
ery. You can rest assured, however, 
that if a company stays in business in 
the manufacture of printing presses, 
it usually does what it is supposed 
to do. 

I certainly would rather take the 
word of your machinist than any long- 
distance opinion. 

My experience on reports of what a 
machine will or will not do is based 
almost entirely on how well a work- 
man knows his machine. If he is not 
too familiar with running a certain 
make of press, he is liable to condemn 
the press, as contrasted to his opinion 
of one with which he is entirely fa- 
miliar. To him the press that he un- 
derstands, and can run, is better than 
the one that he hasn’t mastered. 

Judging by your letter, speed doesn’t 
seem important at this time. I am sure 
that when your pressman has sufficient 
experience to master the press you will 
find that the press does what it is 
supposed to do.

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dark place (marked on the sheet). 
Sometimes it’s in the center. Some- 
times it runs one perfect and then 
maybe several. The dark place will 
show up again. Can you please tell us 
what is causing this? R. A., Missouri 


A You are getting a slur in your 
- dark places. This is usually 
caused by the cylinder not riding the 
bearers. 

Your form raises the cylinder 
enough to have a slippage when it 
leaves the heavy part of the form. 
Check your grippers and brush to be 
sure that they hold the sheet firmly 
against the cylinder. If you still have 
the trouble, then have your press 
checked and cylinders pulled down on 
the bearers and your trouble will be 
over. This should be done by someone 
with experience because your rack will 
also need adjustment. 

When the cylinder is not riding the 
bearers, you will get a slur in any spot 
where the form is light, such as gut- 
ter, etc. You might add a drawsheet 
under your press bearer until you can 
have the press corrected. 


Ink Penetrates Stock 

Q Will you please look over the 
e enclosed job and see if you can 

tell us what made the brown ink show 

on page two? It doesn’t appear to us 

to be an ordinary offset. 

When this job was being run, our 
pressman was very careful to check 
frequently the pile on the delivery end 
to see if there was any offsetting. None 
showed whatsoever. However, after the 
stock had set awhile the brown 
“showed through” on the other side. 
We were careful to notice that this 
situation existed at the very top of the 
pile as well as in the middle or near 
the bottom.

Misplaced Ratchets 
I took several machines apart 
« in the process of cleaning them, 
and when the wheels were taken out 
of the frame, several of the ratchets, 
or the thin part of the wheel, came 
off also. I immediately tried putting 
them back on, but they were still 
wobbly. However, after some time I 
got the wheels back into the machine 
and when using one of the machines 
on a numbering job, everything wrong 
happened. I just couldn't get more 
than 10 sheets numbered right. Could 
these discs have anything to do with 
the machine working badly? I’m sure 
that they were put back exactly as 

they were formerly.

A You might have thought you put 
« the ratchets back correctly, but 
I doubt it. The fact that you couldn’t 
get more than 10 sheets numbered 
right indicates it, because the tens 
wheels were the ones from which the 
ratchets fell off. You could have saved 
yourself a good deal of time and 
trouble if you would have observed 
the correct position of the ratchets on 
the other wheels. What you probably 
did, was to turn the ratchets half-way 
up, or down on the wheel. When you 
did this, the deep slot appeared at 
some other figure on the wheel. When

this is done, the actuating pawl will 
turn incorrectly. The deep slots should 
be at the figure 4 in forward machines, 
and on backward machines, at the 
figure 5. Be sure that the ratchets are 
not reversed. 


Testing Machines After Lock-up 
Q In my day I have locked up 


thousands of forms with num- 
bering heads, and there is one diffi- 
culty I have, and that is, knowing 
beforehand whether a numbering ma- 
chine which is locked up will work 
when the form is on the press. I’m 
sure that there are many printers who 
face this same problem. What proce- 
dure can we use in properly trying out 
a machine before the actual printing 
and waste of paper begins? Even on 
new machines this occurs, especially 
when changes are made in the ma- 
chines, such as changing wheels for 
skip numbering and putting in letter 
plungers. P. M. T., Nebraska 


A The most practical tests that I 
« know of, that is before putting 
a numbering job on the press, is to 
familiarize one’s self with the feel of 
the correct action of the machine by 
applying pressure with a long piece 
of furniture onto the No. plunger and 
by depressing several times and noting 
the action and upward action of the 
unit wheel. All tests should be made 
after form is locked up and properly 
oiled. 

If the movement of the unit wheel 
is smooth and not jumpy or difficult 
on alignment with the other wheels, 
then we can assume that the machine 
is O. K. to insert into form. However, 
it is important to note if the unit 
wheel will ascend to the full degree 
of alignment with the other wheels at 
the exact time that the depression on 
the plunger is slowly released. If the 
unit wheel should stop a fraction be- 
fore the alignment, then remove the

Efficiency in the Box Plant 


With the return of a competitive 
market with its competitive prices and 
smaller profit margin, the boxmaker 
would do well to give serious thought 
to ways and means of increasing the 
efficiency of his plant operations. No 
matter how efficient he may consider 
his plant to be, there is always room 
for improvement. And it must be 
agreed that, in the folding box indus- 
try, there are many, many plants quite 
unfamiliar with that word “efficiency.” 
In his study of improvement of opera- 
tions the boxmaker should give con- 
sideration to two main factors: the 
physical plant and front office plan- 
ning. To aid in this study, a few sug- 
gestions are listed below under their 
respective headings. 


The Physical Plant 


Of course the ideal plant is one so 
laid out that the raw stock is unloaded 
at one end of the plant, flows from one 
operation to the other without lost 
motion or time, on a single plane or 
floor, and emerges at the other end of 
the plant completely manufactured 
and packed ready for loading onto the 
shipping vehicle. 

But the small and medium-size box- 
maker can but dream about this ideal

situation, which can only be brought 
about by a new plant with modern 
layout, and the expenditure of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars under 
present-day building conditions. He 
must continue to live with his present 
plant which may have three floors with 
operations on each floor and old-fash- 
ioned, inefficient elevators, inadequate 
storage facilities, improper lighting, 
uneven floors, a receiving and shipping 
platform placed in the most incon- 
venient spot imaginable, and other 
factors which are far from the ideal. 

So, in this physical plant, the prob- 
lem is to overcome these difficulties 
as much as possible, and to maintain 
an even flow of work obtaining the 
greatest efficiency factor under the ex- 
isting conditions. 

If the storage of paperboard repre- 
sents a problem as it does in most box 
plants, the purchase of an automatic 
lift truck will enable the boxmaker to 
pile the stock two tiers high. Paper- 
board, as it arrives from the mill, is 
wire-strapped to skids weighing ap- 
proximately 1,000 pounds, depending 
on the method of shipment at the mill 
and the grade of stock. If the floor 
will stand the weight, it is quite ad- 
vantageous to pile the paperboard in 
double tiers thus using only half the 
floor space. The automatic lift truck 
can also be used to move stock from 
operation to operation much more rap- 
idly than by hand trucks. 

If the floors are uneven, making it 
difficult for lift trucks to move over it, 
then the use of sheet metal in the 
aisles is an economical way of over- 
coming this difficulty. 

Inadequate lighting is also a matter 
which can be remedied without too 
much expenditure. In a box plant, 
proper lighting is most important; col- 
ors must be matched and registered 
correctly; all operations are practically 
precision operations on a mass produc- 
tion scale. Proper lighting is most es- 
sential in eliminating mistakes and

making it easier for the employee to 
do more and better work. 

Likewise, in the physical plant, the 
flow of work might be improved by 
relocation of certain machines. Essen- 
tially, the operations which must be 
performed are as follows: 

1. Trimming the stock to the proper 

size sheet. 

Printing. 
Cutting and creasing. 
Stripping. 
Finishing. 

(a) folding and gluing or other 
finishing operations such as 
windowing and _ paraffining. 

6. Shipping. 

The machines should be so arranged 
that each of the above operations can 
be performed with the least amount 
of stock handling. 

There are several ways in which the 
stripping operation can be performed. 
In a large plant the blanks should be 
automatically stripped by manually 
controlled air hammers. In _ other 
plants, cramped for space, stripping 
should sometimes be done by manual 
labor immediately in back of the cut- 
ter and creaser. And again, it is ad- 
visable to have a stripping room or 
department where the stripping is done 
by manual labor. This department can 
be so arranged that there are holes in 
the floor through which the strippings 
are conveyed to the baling machine. 
The method of stripping employed will 
depend on the amount of space avail- 
able, the size of the runs, etc. 

Those boxmakers who are faced with 
the problem of operating on several 
floors and on the use of elevators for 
the movement of stock to the various 
elevations, have a real problem. The 
only way that efficiency can be in- 
creased under such conditions is to 
make sure that the employees will 
move such stock with a minimum of 
waiting time at the elevators. 

This condition has been badly

Eliminates Clamp Marks 
In trimming booklets it is usually 

desirable to use a piece of wood under 
the clamp to eliminate clamp marks. 
If there is considerable cutting to be 
done, paste two or three pieces of 
double-coated tape across the top side 
of the wood before lowering the clamp. 
This eliminates handling the wood 
with every cut. Wash or dust the 
clamp where the tape adhered when 
the job is finished.

Regulating Impressions 

An accurate way of regulating im- 
pressions on platen presses is to use 
four 48-pt. cap M’s and four 24-pt. 
figures. 

A 24-pt. figure is locked into each 
corner of the chase, alongside a 48- 
pt. M. This figure is used as a refer- 
ence number. 

An impression is taken on _ the 
tympan and the number imprinted in 
each corner clearly written on the 


tympan. The tympan is then cleaned 
and talc sprinkled to prevent offset. 
Another impression is taken on a 
sheet of newsprint by referring to 
the numbers alongside the impressions 
on the sheet. The pressman will know 
just when the impression on the platen 
should be adjusted.

Stabbing Packing for 
Makeready Sheet 

A quick and accurate way to locate 
your spot sheet in platen press make- 
ready is to tap a sharpened nail into 
top two corners of actual job stock 
when in place against the gauge pins. 
This means one motion for each spot 
instead of the two necessary when you 
cut an “x” with razor blade or make- 
ready knife. And it doesn’t cut up 
your drawsheet so quickly. 

This system won’t work satisfactorily 
unless you keep the nail well sharp- 
ened—as a dull point results in so 
large a depression in the lower sheets

When Numbering Sheets 

When printing jobs that have to be 
numbered are received in the shop, 
here is a good way to prevent having 
the job come back with numbers miss- 
ing. After the last number is printed, 
take the form out of the press, un- 
lock it, and remove the numbering 
machine, replacing it with a piece of 
furniture the same size. Then relock 
and replace in press. Run off some 
more copies, usually about 25 more.

trade and a profession. 

Frequently an outstanding machin- 
ist asks of me a question that he prob- 
ably could answer better than I if 
only he had time to sit down and care- 
fully analyze the problem. It is with 
great humility that I try to answer 
questions from the men who, I know, 
have more mechanical knowledge than 
I, but if I can think of the thing that 
they have overlooked, I am happy to 
have been of service. 

I also envy the men who have had 
machine shop training. This is desir- 
able and important, but if I were 
obliged to chose between training as 
an all-around printer versus machinist 
training, | would chose to be a printer. 
It helps so much in understanding the 
problems of the men with whom we 
work.

This is another 
new development in labels. They are 
ideal for plastics and hard-to-label 
surfaces. The papers are available 
from manufacturers with full data on 
production. This item offers long profit 
sales. 

Do you want more facts? Contact 
your paper jobber. He will help you 
with facts on production. Contact your 
trade house. It will produce for you 
economically because you eliminate 
its sales expense and bring it in con- 
tact with accounts it may never reach. 
Your trade house will cooperate by 
furnishing tips on quick service items 
you can produce. Why? Because the 
label potential is growing faster and 
faster. Your suppliers realize that co- 
operation with you means added profits 
for them, profits for you and better 
satisfied label users.

by the Munich copperplate 
George Meisenbach. It was Meisen- 
bach who in 1882 patented (B.P. 2156) 
the procedure of turning a single-line 
screen during the camera exposure to 
obtain a crossline halftone effect, and 
since the Meisenbach Company was 
still employing this method in 1891, it 
is quite likely that the mentioned or- 
der for a single-line screen was in- 
tended for that concern. 

If this be the case, the interesting 
corollary develops of the first Levy 
screen sold in Europe being used in a 
plant founded by Meisenbach, who 
made his own single-line screens and 
who has sometimes been termed the 
“father of halftone” by Eder and other 
chauvinistic photographic historians 
of Europe. Let it be said for the record 
that nobody can be credited with in- 
venting the halftone process or screen 
—it was the result of a series of dis- 
coveries and inventions by pioneering 
experimenters in Europe, Canada and 
America. 

The business of Max Levy and Com- 
pany was taken over on January 1, 
1920 by Howard S. and Lionel F. 
Levy, who are sons of Louis and 
nephews of Max Levy. They are ac- 
tively conducting the affairs of the 
concern, and it is under their super- 
vision that the Company has passed the 
epoch-making achievement of having 
produced 40,000 halftone screens for 
the world’s graphic arts.

abused. Make sure that the elevators 
are used only for the purpose in- 
tended and that those employed in 
moving the stock do not indulge in 
horse play. They should attend strictly 
to business in getting their loads on 
and off the elevators with the mini- 
mum amount of time. Horse play 
around elevators seems to be a preva- 
lent condition with an invitation to 
accidents and the loss of minutes and 
hours. 

No matter what the physical layout 
may be, the boxmaker can and should 
insist on good housekeeping. It has 
been said that “good housekeeping is 
synonymous with efficient operations.” 
It is very true. Keep your plant neat 
and clean with the aisles clear and 
although you may have to operate in 
an old building, your efficiency factor 
will increase.

halftones or warped chase frames pre- 
vent equal distance of pressure drive, 
and prevent uniform spread and re- 
covery of the mat paper. 

(c) Although the elastic property 
of the mat has no relation to mat 
shrinkage, each being independent of 
the other, the water content in the mat 
paper appears to lower the elastic na- 
ture of the paper. It is believed that 
water content in high moisture ranges 
can reduce the elastic property of the 
mat paper as much as 50%. 

The furnish used in the matrix pa- 
per construction and the processing of 
the paper is also a factor in its elastic 
property. Thus, the various stereotype 
mats made do not have the same elas- 
tic quality. So the elastic limits of 
stereotype mat paper will vary accord- 
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ing to manufacture and water content. 
It is published information that stere- 
otype mats have been spread and re- 
covered up to 34” without any loss in 
depth of impression, or any distortion 
of the paper. (Reference. ANPA Tech- 
nical Bulletin No. 3.) Approximately 
325 newspapers have been reported 
using the new principle of elastic mat 
property and its spread before im- 
printing and recovery after imprinting 
to obtain a gain of white paper margin 
of about 4” successfully, and inde- 
pendently of mat shrinkage. 

The only essential difference be- 
tween the elastic property of the stere- 
otype mat for gain and mat shrinkage, 
for gain through reduction of page 
measurement in the mat, is that one is 
produced mechanically in one direc- 
tion only, the other chemically in both 
directions. Both methods spread the 
paper for imprinting and restore it to 
original measurement after the im- 
pression is obtained. In either case, 
any lack of uniformity with the 
changes taking place results in failure.

and when slow in drying will pene- 
trate. 

Add a drier to speed the drying of 
the ink before it has time to go through 
the stock. 

Double-tone ink acts this way and 
on a humid day will bleed through the 
stock; the slower the drying, the more 
the penetration. Browns are very 
tricky in this respect. 

You might consult your ink supplier 
to remedy the bleeding or change to 
another brown.

machine and replace with another that 
will work. 

The above is the “wheel action test” 
to determine whether the mechanism is 
properly functioning at the first wheel. 
The next step is the “deep slot test” 
of the tens, hundreds and thousand 
wheel movement. This test is made by 
setting the numbers on nines, first on 
99, then 999, and finally on 9999. If 
the machine does not turn on the next 
number, either put in a_ stronger 
plunger spring or slacken tension of 
the comb spring a trifle. If this fails, 
then replace with another machine. 

The next test is called the “Cipher 
test,” for backward machines. If all 
wheels respond correctly after the 
“wheel action test,” they should be 
depressed on the ciphers and plunger 
depressed to note if any of the wheels 
stop at the half way position. On for- 
ward machines, you depress the ciphers 
and test in the usual manner to see if 
the depressed wheel turns.

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Insurance—An Item That 
Demands Attention 


Adequate insurance coverage on our 
printing plants is an item which de- 
serves serious and constant censidera- 
tion. Severe losses can be suffered 
through neglect of this important 
item. 

Listed below are some of the more 
important types of insurance which 
should have careful consideration. It 
should be remembered that this list 
cannot be considered as complete 
since conditions vary in each shop. It 
will, however, serve as a reminder 
that insurance policies should be re- 
viewed periodically with a view to 
proper and adequate coverage being 
maintained at all times. 

The following are types insurance 
which should be given careful atten- 
tion if you have not already done so: 

1. Fire, including smoke damage. 

2. Sprinkler. 

3. Water damage—other than that 
caused by putting out a fire, or from 
sprinklers. 

4. Use and occupancy. 

5. Payroll. 

6. Floaters covering fire, sprinkler 
and water damage on work done in 
plants outside your own, such as 
binderies. Binder insures for his own 
labor only. 

7. Public liability. This is neces- 
sary if you are owner of the building 
or have a clause in your lease making 
you liable. 

In order that proper insurance values 
may be established, it is necessary of 
course that an inventory be taken 
and an appraisal be made and revised 
at least once a year.

I have already referred. It is a far 
cry from the days when printers 
bought platen presses by the hundred 
for normal printing work to the pres- 
ent time when the same principles in 
a machine are employed for so many 
modern products and particularly with 
steel-rule cutting dies instead of type. 


Before closing, I want to remind 
you readers that even though you stick 
to the straight printing business, you 
must not overlook the possibilities of 
using a good platen press for special 
printing, embossing or die-cutting. It’s 
right down your alley if you want to 
look into it. 


Roll-leaf Stamping 


I have purposely refrained from giv- 
ing you data on roll-leaf stamping un- 
til the end as this will bring you right 
back into the normal printing plant 
and let you consider the importance 
and value of printing without ink. 
I call the Roll-Leaf Stamping proc- 
ess a “dry printing process” because 
no ink is necessary. I know the 
“inkies” may not like it but it is a 
fact that countless pieces of work can 
be produced with this process much 
more efficiently and more beautifully 
than with ink. Naturally such work

years of experience in these fields. 


Set Your Course 
—And Keep On It 


During a slow month like August, 
there is a tendency for printers to take 
on jobs at lower prices just to keep 
going. Yet, when the winter months 
roll around and job tickets pile up, 
printers get an “independent” feeling 
and then tend to stick to a higher 
price because they are too busy to find 
time to cut corners. 

It would be more practical to figure 
how much your time is worth all year 
round, busy or not. Then when an 
opportunity comes along to estimate 
on a job, set your price as though 
your shop is going full blast. Remem- 
ber, an employee gets paid *so much 
an hour as long as he is in your shop. 
Would it be fair to ask him to work 
for one-third less because you are tak- 
ing a job at one-third less than the 
right price? Of course not. If your’s 
happens to be a one-man shop or a 
partnership, why work for less than 
you think you’re worth? 

Printing is a skill. Don’t cheapen 
the art. If you want to work for noth- 
ing, you might as well get yourself a 
job. Don’t worry about the printer 
down the street getting your customer. 
If he takes the job that you refused 
because “your price was too high” he’s 
cutting his own throat. 

Keep this in mind. Set your course 
and keep on it. You will reach the 
harbor safely while your price-cutting 
competitors will eventually flounder 
on a reef! —Martin Savar

Views on Designing Books 
by Lillian Stemp 


When Edwin Snyder (art director 
of Rand McNally and Company, Chi- 
cago) was asked to discuss the sub- 
ject, “The Books I Design,” at one of 
the Chicago Book Clinic meetings, here 
are some of the things he had to say. 

First, Mr. Snyder contrasted the 
jacket with the design of a book by 
stating that the jacket, as we know it 
in the United States, is more a prob- 
lem of advertising design than book 
design. “A person wandering through 
a book store will be stopped by a 
jacket. It is essentially a poster ad- 
vertising the book on the dealer’s 
counter; consequently, the principles 
of good poster design apply to it.” Mr. 
Snyder emphasized the importance of 
honesty in designing a jacket so that 
it does not misrepresent the contents. 
“Don’t stretch a point just to get a 
pretty girl on it,” he warned. 

Mr. Snyder defined a well-designed 
book as one in which the designer has 
captured the manuscript’s own indi- 
viduality, mood and character. In de- 
signing a book, the first step is to 
know the purpose of the book and its 
_ contents. To do that a manuscript 
ought to be read first and if not avail- 
able, then a complete synopsis. The 
one thought that must be kept in mind 
is this—“the function of the book is to 
convey the writer’s thoughts and that 
the book is not and never should be a 
‘vehicle to show how ingenious or 
clever the designer is.” 

Some designers attempt to force all 
design into the modern mold; there 
are others who try to force everything 
into the traditional style. But the good 
designer is one who is courageous 
enough to be modern when the con- 
tents require, and traditional when the 
type of writing is traditional. A gay 
book, for example, should be given 
free and easy treatment. A tragic book 


should be designed to convey the feel- 
ing of tragedy. 

Mr. Snyder suggested that if the 
designer is of such a creative nature 
that he must be the primary motiva- 
tion in the creative effort, he should 
abandon book design. If he wants a 
medium solely to express himself, his 
ingenuity, his talent, without regard 
for anything but his own creative 
thought, then he should turn to paint- 
ing. Painting is an end unto itself and 
it is the prime reason for itself. But 
the primary function of the printed 
word is to get the writer’s thoughts 
across. “We must, therefore, be care- 
ful that we do not introduce into the 
book an element of design which may 
become distracting to the reader,” Mr. 
Snyder added. 

To be readable, the type, illustra- 
tions and any decorative element must 
be carefully considered and wisely 
chosen. It is Mr. Snyder’s opinion that 
an overuse of bold-face for emphasis 
does nothing more than siow up the 
reading. “As a matter of fact, it is a 
crutch upon which a weak writer often 
leans. If his phrasing is strong and 
his sentences well-turned, the text does 
not need to be peppered with bold- 
face type. On occasions when you are 
tempted to use bold-face to bring out 
a point, give it second thought. Re- 
member, understatement quite often 
carries more strength than shrieking at 
the top of one’s typographical voice.” 
He recommended using a good type 
face such as Garamond, Caslon, Bo- 
doni. Also, the use of lines that are 
not too long. There has been a tend- 
ency toward great line length. A book 
designer should be careful not to break 
the communication between writer and 
reader. Neither chapter headings, nor 
illustrations should disturb the reader. 

The entire book should be unified. 
Paper, cloth, cover-stamping, end- 
papers, are all a part of the book and 
should be designed to be harmonious 
one with the other. This will not make

Mr. Snyder’s final bit of advice is to 
approach every problem of book de- 
sign with a freshness of viewpoint and 
a lightness of touch to avoid the dry, 
the uninteresting, the uninviting, and 
the imitation. 


“Amsterdam” Centenary Volume 
by Edgar D. Ward 
London, England 


The Typefoundry “Amsterdam” 
celebrated its centenary on June l, 
1951, and in our notice (GAM, Sep- 
tember, 1951) we stated that a com- 
memoratory volume had been issued, 
and that an edition in English was 
in preparation. That volume has now 
been distributed to friends of the 
Typefoundry. The long wait has been 
well repaid, for it is indeed a magnifi- 
cent publication and marks the hun- 
dred years in a truly worthy manner. 

It is a volume of 264 large quarto 
pages, with the title “The Letter as 
a Work of Art.” The author is Dr. 
Gerard Knuttel, formerly director of 
the Municipal Museum at The Hague. 
It is a scholarly essay and a learned 
contribution to the literature of the 
book. The general theme is that the 
design of type faces, like other forms 
_of art, is and always has been in- 
fluenced by the social conditions of 
the time. 

There are 120 illustrations which 
stress the point by printing side by 
side a reproduction of a famous type 
face with that of a painting, sculpture, 
or building, for comparison. Copious 
notes and observations accompany 
each illustration. The method of treat- 
ment can well be shown if we refer 
to the plates giving a page of Chelten- 
ham, design by Goodhue and Kimball 
for the American Type Founders Co., 
of America, and a reproduction of

the headquarters of the Dutch Dia- 
mond Workers’ Union in Amsterdam. 
The author’s comments on the com- 
parison are, in part: 

“The Cheltenham originated from 
profound practical considerations and 
thus obtained an individual and new 
character. The object was to achieve 
the merging of two apparently con- 
tradictory requirements: an economi- 
cal letter which would occupy the 
minimum of space and the greatest 
possible legibility. This was achieved 
through psychological considerations. 
The designers bore in mind that legi- 
bility depends not so much upon the 
individual letter, as upon the word 
image and that the identification of 
that word image is situated almost 
entirely in the upper part of the 
image. Hence this had to be empha- 
sized as much as possible. . . . The 
result is a quiet, inconspicuous, yet 
forceful, practical—in some respects 
also a somewhat heavy and coarse— 
and pleasant letter. . . ” Dr. Knuttel 
comments on the building in these 
terms: “The fact that, apart from 
architectonic purity and justification, 
apart from simplicity and efficiency— 
in which it breathes a similar spirit 
to that which prevails in the Ameri- 
can Cheltenham letter—the building 
also reveals a sturdiness and power 
and self-assurance, so that it rather 
resembles a castle... . ” 

The text is divided into five chap- 
ters, the Pre-Typographic Letter, the 
Early Printed Type, From Baroque 
to Classicism, the Nineteenth Century, 
and the Twentieth Century. There is 
also an Introduction discussing the 
theme of the work in general terms. 
The type is hand-set in De Roos roman 
and italic and the plates are printed 
by gravure.

of the first air routes was 4,541 miles. 
Today air express travels on 32 airlines 
over more than 106,000 miles of airways 
in the United States and is shipped to 
Alaska, Hawaii, Cuba, Mexico and Cen- 
tral America. 

In 1928, the first full year of operation, 
the total number of air express shipments 
carried was 17,000 and in 1951 there 
were 4,300,000 with a revenue of about 
thirty million dollars. In 1927 it took 33 
hours to fly from coast to coast. Today 
the distance is covered in 10 hours. In 
1927 there were 26 cities on the airways 
and today there are over 1100 air express 
offices in airport cities. These are closely 
coordinated with rail express service so 
that 23,000 communities in the country 
now have the benefit of air express. The 
service extends to Canada, Alaska, Ha- 
wail, Cuba and Central America. 


Interesting Historical Sketch 

Bowne & Co., Inc., 163 Front St., New 
York City, probably the oldest printing 
plant in the United States that operates 
under the same name since its founding, 
recently distributed to friends and cus- 
tomers a very interesting booklet. 

The content of the booklet deals en- 
tirely with the history of the company, 
which was founded in 1775 by Robert 
Bowne, great great-grandson of Thomas 


Bowne, who in Boston, in the seven-

teenth century, fought for and defended 
religious freedom. The booklet tells of 
the early struggles of the company in re- 
building after the Revolutionary War. 
One of the associates of Robert Bowne 
in the printing business at this time was 
John Jacob Astor, who, however, left the 
printing business to engage in trading 
with the Indians. 

The story of the activities of Robert 
Bowne, who, in company with great 
men of his time founded New York's 
first bank, and first fire insurance com- 
pany, who played a part in the building of 
the Erie Canal, and who organized the 
Manumission Society, the Free School So- 
ciety, and the New York Hospital, is 
very interesting. 

Robert Bowne died in 1818. His sons,

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Robert H. Bowne and John L. Bowne 
carried on the business until 1824 when 
John retired from the firm to become the 
first president of the United States Fire 
Insurance Co. Robert H. Bowne died in 
1843. The three principals of the firm 
then were his sons Robert, William and 
John. Of these, Robert later entered the 
medical profession, and of the other two 
Robert Bowne remained until 1898 when 
he retired. At that time Stanley M. 
Dewey and Robert J. Lowden formed a 
co-partnership, but retained the firm 
name. 

Edmund A. Stanley, present head of 
the company, joined the firm in 1908 
and became president in 1922. Under 
his leadership, the firm’s volume of busi- 
ness has increased many fold, and the 
company has absorbed two other printing 
firms. 

“As one of the largest printing firms 
downtown,” states the booklet, ‘its com- 
plete facilities combine to produce a 
great variety of printed matter from the 
tightly scheduled registration statement 
and prospectus to the brochure printed 
in full color. For excellence in its produc- 
tion of the latter type of printed piece, 
the firm has won certificates in many 
exhibitions over the years, the latest be- 
ing for an annual report in the 1952 
Printing fer Commerce Exhibition of the 
American Institute of Graphic Arts,”

Radioactive Beam Gives Continuous 
Check on Weight of Paper 

An interesting new device is the BG-1 
Beta Ray Gauge recently installed at the 


, Gilbert Paper Company, Menasha, Wis. 


This new unit is said to provide remark- 
able accuracy in checking the weight and 
density of the paper as it is being made. 

The unit itself consists of two main 
parts. An open “C” frame gauging unit 
and a control panel which contains the 
indicator. The “C” frame is mounted on 
the paper machine so that the paper as 
it comes off the last drying roll passes 
through it. 

At one tip of the “C” frame is the 
source mount containing the radioactive 
material, Strontium 90, and at the other 
tip of the “C” frame is the detector head. 
By measuring the amount the Beta Rays 
diminish as they pass through the paper 
from the source to the detector, a con- 
tinuous reading—accurate to one-half of 
one per cent—is obtained on the weight 
of the paper as it is being made.

Among those limitations are: lack 
of permanence; inks fade badly when 
under direct sunlight for more than eight 
hours. Inks are water soluble and there- 
fore cannot be used on anything that 
contacts liquids, although on soft-finished 
stocks it has relatively high moisture-re- 
sistance. Hi-Brite fluorescent letterpress 
inks are most practical on stocks that 
have no finish, such as text or soft-fin- 
ished stocks; stocks with any type of 
hard finish or coating do not lend them- 
selves to the ink and require two or three 
impressions and offset considerably.

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be run with a wide open fountain; the 
maximum amount of ink must be run, 
and sometimes a double roll is necessary. 
Due to the amount of ink that must be 
laid down, “mileage” is about half as 
much as normal inks. Hi-Brite inks do 
not mix with oil base inks or normal 
solvents; special solvent must be used to 
wash down the press completely, to coat 
the rollers before starting the run and to 
reduce the ink; washup is a little more 
difficult than with ordinary methods, 
but not unduly so. 

A spray can be used with Hi-Brite 
inks. Any type of roller or plate is prac- 
tical. Heat is optional. The inks can be 
overprinted with regular oil black inks. 
All Hi-Brite inks are fully transparent, 
handle rather easily on the press and 
print clean and sharp. Halftones tend to 
fill in, and their use with the Shannon 
fluorescent letterpress inks is not recom- 
mended. These inks dry very fast—some- 
times within 20 to 30 minutes, and on 
soft stocks dry almost immediately; they 
will stay open on the press for several 
hours, however. 

While the inks do not have the glow 
of silk screen or dyed paper, they defi- 
nitely fluoresce and are much brighter 
than any comparable letterpress ink. Both 
manufacturer and distributor believe the 
Hi-Brite inks will find a definite place in 
the industry, particularly in the advertis- 
ing field.

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Printing Education Conference 


The 27th Annual Conference on Print- 
ing Education, held at Madison, Wis., 
June 29-July 2, under the auspices of the 
International Graphic Arts Education As- 
sociation, marks an important milestone 
in education for the printing industry. 
In addition to an outstanding program, 
with prominent speakers and other fea- 
tures, the Conference went on record for 
full cooperation with the Education 
Council of the Graphic Arts Industry, 
Inc. Under this cooperative arrangement, 
the newly-appointed managing director 
of the Council also becomes the manag- 
ing director of the International Graphic 
Arts Education Association, effective 
soon after the Council develops its pro- 
gram for the year at its meeting in Sep- 
tember, 1952.

The annual Conference Banquet was 
held at the Loraine Hotel on July 1. The 
main speakers were Professor Fayette E]- 
well (dean, School of Commerce, Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin) and Arthur A. 
Wetzel (president, Pirnting Industry of 
America, Inc., and president of Wetzel

Four conference sessions were held 
dealing with “What’s Ahead in Graphic 
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Arts Education” and ‘What's Ahead in 
the Graphic Arts Industry.” At the first 
session, Clarence Greiber (State Director, 
Wisconsin Vocational and Adult Educa- 
tion) gave the keynote address on the 
topic, “The Printer and Education.” The 
delegates were given an opportunity to 
learn what a modern school has to offer 
under a vocational and adult education 
set-up through an illustrated lecture on 
the work of the Madison Vocational and 
Adult School by its director, Dr. R. W. 
Bardwell. 

At the second session, with Ferdy J. 
Tagle (principal of The New York 
School of Printing) as chairman, the pro- 
gram of the recently organized Educa- 
tion Council of the Graphic Arts Indus- 
try was brought to the attention of the 
Conference by Byron G. Culver (super- 
visor of the Department of Publishing 
and Printing, Rochester Institute of Tech- 
nology, Rochester, N. Y., and secretary 
of the Education Council). Other topics 
discussed were: “Standardization of 


Courses of Study,” by Dr. Edward C. 
Estabrooke (secretary and educational di- 
rector of American School, Chicago); 
“Printing Tests for a Vocational Printing 
High School,” by Patrick F. Boughal 
(The New York School of Printing, New 
York City); and “The Present Status of 
Graphic Arts Education,” by Z. H. Co- 
berly (Emmanuel Missionary College, 
Berrien Springs, Mich. A panel discus- 
sion, led by Dr. E. Burnham Dunton 
(assistant manager, Department of Edu- 
cation, American Type Founders, Inc.), 
brought out printing instruction as car- 
ried on in the larger and smaller print- 
ing centers, and the unportant part that 
photography has in modern graphic arts 
education. The panel members were 
Augustine E. Winnemore (Eastern High 
School, Washington, D. C.); John G. 
Henderson (Washburne Trade School, 
Chicago); and Harry A. Goldstein (Sen- 
ior High School, Tucson, Ariz.). 

The third session, under the chairman- 
ship of Fred J. Landon (executive secre- 
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tary, Dunwoody Alumni Association, and 
former head of Department of Printing 
at Dunwoody Institute), touched upon 
three topics, having to do largely with 
closer cooperation between printing in- 
dustry and education. The story of the 
“Share Your Knowledge” program of 
the International Association of Printing 
House Craftsmen was told by its exec- 
utive secretary, Pearl E. Oldt, Cincinnati, 
a former printing teacher. The story of 
a city-wide program of apprentice train- 
ing which has the backing of newspaper 
publishers of the City of Detroit, the 


| Graphic Arts Association of Michigan, all 
| branches of organized labor, and Federal, 


State and City vocational educators, by 


| George E. Higgins (head apprentice 


teacher and agent of the committee, De- 
troit Joint Apprenticeship Committee). 
The place of the trade journal in industry

versity). The main addresses were fol- 
lowed by a panel discussion led by C.

“Xerography —Its Educational Implica- 
tions,” by R. Lynn Harper (supervisor 
of the Department of Printing, Univer- 
sity of Colorado, Boulder, Colo.) and 
“Coordination in Graphic Arts Educa- 
tion,” by Howard M. Massman (print- 
ing coordinator, Dayton Cooperative 
High School, Dayton, Ohio). 

The fourth session was devoted to 
graphic arts demonstrations and the an- 
nual business meeting. The demonstra- 
tion of Xerography showed the progress 
that has been made in the development of 
making duplications with powder. Un- 
der the heading of ‘“What’s Ahead in 
Lithography?” a special offset machine 
was demonstrated by Charles Shapiro, 
manager of the Education Department, 
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Lithographic Technical Foundation and 
Lawrence Brehm (Western Printing and 
Lithographing Company, Racine, Wis.). 
The latter machine is intended primarily 
for lithographic instruction on an indus- 
trial arts basis in junior and senior high 
schools.

Harry G. Kable 

Harry G. Kable, 71, president of Kable 
Printing Company, Mount Morris, Ill., 
and a pioneer printing executive, died 
on July 2. He had been active in the 
company’s affairs until his fatal illness. 

Harry Kable, together with his twin 
brother, Harvey J., embarked in the 
printing business during 1898 at Mount 
Morris, when they began publishing a 
weekly newspaper, The Mount Morris 
Index. In 1904 they launched the firm 
known today as Kable Printing Company 
when a contract was secured to print 
40,000 copies of an 8-page monthly mag- 
azine. At this time, in need of adequate 
printing equipment, the Kable twins de- 
cided to incorporate their business. They 
enlisted the aid of several prominent 
citizens of this Northern Illinois village, 
at that time boasting a population of 
1,000 inhabitants, and $15,000 working 
capital was subscribed toward _ their 
project. 

Today the Kable Printing Company 
has grown from this humble beginning 
to one of the largest and best known 
publication printing firms in the coun- 
try. Occupying floor space equivalent to 
six acres, it employs 1200 workers, manu- 
factures nearly 170 different periodicals 
ranging in circulation up to 4,000,000 
copies monthly, and disburses well over 
five million dollars annually in wages 
to its employees—this in a village which 
has now grown to some 3,000 popula- 


tion. 


Forest C. Frye 


Forest C. “Pop” Frye, founder and 
president of Frye Manufacturing Com- 
pany, carbon paper manufacturer for the 
converter, died on July 5 at home in Des 
Moines, Iowa. 

Mr. Frye established the firm more 
than 40 years ago and was well known 
by the printer for his interest and assist- 
ance rendered on any forms manufac- 
tured requiring the use of carbon paper. 
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Theodore Regensteiner 


Theodore Regensteiner, founder of the 
Regensteiner Corporation, Chicago, died 
on July 15 at the age of 84. 

Regensteiner, a pioneer in the field of 
color printing, was born May 17, 1868 in 
Munich, Germany, the birthplace of litho- 
graphy. He came to 
the United States 
when he was 15 
years old, and lo- 
cated in Chicago. In 
his early life, he 
was a close friend 
of Carl Laemmle, 
of movie fame, and 
almost went into 
the motion picture 
business with 
Laemmle. 

His interest in mechanical drawing, 
architecture and art drew him into the 
photoengraving business. In May of 1893, 
at the Columbia Exposition he was

amazed at the exhibits of color printing. 
His imagination was aroused and he was 
determined that good color printing could 
be done on a productive basis. He gath- 
ered about him the best talent in the 
United States and after participating in 
the organization of the American 3 Color 
Company and the American Colortype 
Co., he organized The Regensteiner Col- 
ortype Co. His ability to produce color 
printing successfully on a commercial basis 
made him a pioneer in his field. His 
company grew beyond his fondest dreams 
and only two years after its founding 
had grown out of its original quarters, 

He was president of the company from 
its inception in 1905 until 1946, and 
since then has been chairman of the 
board. He was a past-president of the 
Graphic Arts Association of Illinois. 

The story of his life is very interest- 
ingly told in his biography “My First 75 
Years,” which was published about nine 
years ago.
